The rebellion of the Southern traitors against the Union and the Govern- 
ment, Is a rebellion against the democratic rights of the people, and an attempt 
to destroy true republican institutions, and build up an aristocracy or a mon- 
archy upon the ruin*. In proof of this, read the declaration ot the leading 
traitor of South Carolina. John €. Calhoun said 

4fc That we are essentially aristocratic, S cannot deny, but we can and do 
yield much to Democracy. This is our sectional policy ; we are from neces- 
sity thrown upon ami solemnly wedded to that party, however it may occasionally 
clash with our feelings, for the consummation ot our interests. It is through our 
affiliation with that party in the Middle and Western States that we hold power, 
but when we cease thus to control this nation, through a disjointed Democ- 
racy, or any material obstacle in that party which shall tend to throw us 
out of that rule and control, we shall then resort to the dissolution of the 
Union." 

J. Quitman Moore, a leading traitor of Mississippi, scorned the true demo- 
cratic doctrine of * 4 the greatest good of the greatest number," and denounced it 
in these words— 

" Those pestilent and pernicious dogmas — 'the greatest good of the greatest 
number' — fc the majority shall rule' — are, in their practical application, the 
'frightful source of disorders never to be quieted — philosophies the most false, 
and passions the most wild, destructive and ungovernable." 

The design of the leaders is to establish an aristocracy or a monarchy. The 
Southern Literary Messenger, a prominent Magazine published at Richmond, 
in a long article advocating these views, says :— 

« We would not be understood as uniting in the belief of the impossibility 
of a successful Republic, that we cry out for the re-establishment of royalty in 
this free country, whose noble sons daily attest their detestation of tyranny in 
all its forms, by those terrible libations which it is the habit of liberty to exact 
from her votaries. We haVe no special objections to royalty, when restrained 
by constitutional barriers." 

The traitors intend to prevent foreigners from enjoying the rights of citizen- 
ship, and propose to reduce them to the level of serfs and slaves. Adopted 
Citizens ! Read the plans of the conspirators against the rights of the people as 
advocated by the leaders in Richmond :--- 

46 But no foreigner who comes among us after the struggle is over should 
ever enjoy the elective franchise. If we cannot check the spread over our terri- 
tory of that spawn of ignorance and crime, which flows in endless issue from 
4he prisons and dens of corruption in the mart of Europe, we can at least shut 
out its cankering effects from the vitals of our bodies politic." 

These are only a few of many witnesses, who prove beyond a doubt, that 
the rebellion is designed to overthrow the rights and liberties of the people. 

I challenge Hon. Fernando Wood, Hon. Nelson J. Waterbury, Hon. Samuel 
J. Tilden, Prof. Mason, and the Committee of the Society for the Diffusion of 
Political Knowledge, to disprove or deny the correctness of these quotations. 

These things being true, I hold that it is to the best interest of every work- 
ingman, and it is his first duly as a citizen, to stand by the government until the 
enemies of the Union and the enemies of democratic principles are overthrown : 
that any man who resists the government, and interferes with the vigorous 
prosecution of the war, is helping the sworn enemies of workingmen: that we 
must put down the rebellion by a united strength, restore peace by crushing the 
public enemy, and win prosperity by a restoration of the Union 

I challenge the editors of the N. Y. Tribune, and the World, the Herald, and the Times, 
the Evening Post and the Express, the Journal of Commerce and the Commercial Advertiser, the 
Sun and the Daily News to disprove or deny my authorities, or the correctness of my 
conclusions.

The President of the United States has called for the services of 
three hundred thousand more volunteers. 

Massachusetts should furnish fifteen thousand of these, and the 
proper quota from the City of Boston will be about twenty four 
hundred men. 

A public meeting of the inhabitants of Boston has appointed a 
Committee of one hundred and fifty citizens to promote the earliest 
possible enlistment of that number of men. 

The Government of the City, with its wonted lihor«lk_y, im» 
responded, without hesitation, to an appeal from this Committee, by 
an appropriation of three hundred thousand dollars, to be expended 
chiefly in bounties to new recruits. 

The exigencies of the hour forbid delay. 

This is not the time for the consideration of any question except- 
ing how this war shall be ended by the complete suppression of the 
"wicked rebellion, which has made it necessary. 

All other questions must be postponed to that. We enter into no 
consideration of them. Action, prompt action, is the only logic 
■now. 

Every consideration of National pride, of National honor and of a 
living patriotism prompts immediate action — action in support of our 
President in his councils, and of our Generals in the field. 

-The Government is entitled to an overwhelming force. Let loyal 
citizens see to it that it be furnished at once.

With Justice, and Truth, and Honor, and a Pure Patriotism, and 
God, the unfailing Fountain of them all, on your side, you cannot 
fail, unless you fold your hands in a listless apathy, and look with a 
vacant gaze upon this diabolical attempt to overthrow this fabric of 
self-government. 

It cannot be that the I Jag, whose Stars ana Stripes have been 
sufficient to protect us throughout the civilized world, is to bfi trod- 
den on and desecrated by traitors. 

It is not the question whether the number of men, needed from 
Massachusetts for the complete defense of the Government and for 
the utter annihilation of this most wicked and unprovoked rebellion, 
shall go to the battle field with arms in their hands and with a de- 
termination to uphold the Government in their hearts. 

For, if the stalwart young men of this community do not come 
forward in their strength, their fathers will in their weakness. 

Fathers and Mothers ! Do not withhold your sons froffl the con- 
flict in such a cause ; though their blood may be dearer to you than 
your own, and though you would willingly offer to them your own 
hearts as shields against any danger. 

Their interests and their honor are alike involved. 

Let it never be said that the young men of the North preferred 
ease at home, when the Ark of their liberties was in danger, to the 
glory of a manly resistance against traitors for its preservation. 

Send them forth, for the cause is worth any sacrifice. 

If you have a dozen sons, bring them now to the service of their 
country. 

If they return from a won battle field, the laurels on their brows

HOW THE WAE COMMENCED, 

AND HOW NEAR IT IS ENDED. 





"Who Commenced the War P 

One " lie well stuck to" is that told by the Peace Democracy, that the administration of Mr. Lixoot.s is 
Tesponsiblo for the war in which the country is involved. We have this asserted in the Chicago Platform; 
we have it reiterated daily in the Copperhead Presses and by Copperhead Speakers. The following, pub- 
lished in the Confederate States Register, for I860 and 1861, under the head of "Remarkable Events," 
shows conclusively upon whom rests the responsibility of plunging the country into a civil war: 

Deo. 27, I860.— Oapture of Port Moultrie and Oaatle Ptnckney by South Carolina troopB. Capt. Coste surrender! the rev- 
enue cutter Aiken. 

Jan. 8, 1861. — Capture of Port Puta^kl by the Savannah troops. 

Jan. 8.— The araenal of Mount Vernon, Alabama, with 20,000 stand of arms, seized by the Alabama troops. 
Jan, 4.— Fort lA>rg:in, In Mobile Hay, taken by the Alabama troops. 

Jan 9 —The steamship Star of the West fired into and driven off by the South Carolina batteries on Morris Island. Failure 
Of an attempt to reinforce Fort Sumter. 

Jan. 10.— Forts Jackson, H. Philip and Pike, near New Orleans, capture^ try the Louisiana troops. 

Jan. 14.— Capture of Pensacola Navy Yard, and Forts Barrancas and ttOfUfc. Major Uha3e shortly afterwards takes com- 
mand, and the siege of Fort Pickens co:umeQceB. 

Jan. IS.— Surrender of Uaton Rouge Arsenal to Louisiana troops. 

Ma. 81. — New Orleans Mini and Custom House taken. 

p e l>. 2. — Seizure of Little Kock arsenal by Arka&ana troops. 

IVt,. 4.— Surrender of the revenue cutter Cass to the Alabama authorities. 

Feb. 8.— Provisional Constitution adopted. 

WuV, 9. — Jeffttrsnn Davis, of Mbslsslppl, and Alexander Stephens, of Georgia, elected President and Vice-President. 
Feb. 10.— Gen. Twigcs transfers public property In Texas lo l\k State authorities. CoL Wake, TJ. S, A., surrenders San 
-'AuK'nia *" Ooi. Hen. ■Mi'f'uJk^h-and hia T«xa« rangers. 

. Miuvii 2. — The revenue cutler Dodge seized by the Texan authorities. 

All these acts were committed previous to the inauguration of Mr. Lincoln, and most of them while the 
people of the l r ree States were endeavoring, through a i'eace Congress, then in session at Washington, to 
avert the evils of war, by yielding up many of thetr well established rights. On the 12th day or' April 
Fort Sumter was bombarded by the rebels; on the 13th it surrendered, and on the 14th it was evacuated 
by the .troops of the U. S. Until this Lime, Commissioners from the Confederate States were in "Washington, 
at the National llotel, making arrangements for prosecuting a war agaiust our Government — purchasing 
arms, ammunition, clothing, machinery, and all things essential to tho success of the rebellion. Until that 
■day treason was as free to speak in tho Capitol of tho Nation as in Charleston, or Monlgomery, or Rich- 
mond. Until that time many of the present leaders of the rebel armies, anp 1 officers now in the rebel 
Kavv, bold commissions in the Army aud Navy of the United States. Until that time, by no act or word, 
had Mr. Lincoln (he had then been President only 42 days) manifested a purpose to prosecute a war against 
the South. If anything more were needed to show that the people of the North are entirely guiltless of the 
ruin which has marked the last three and a half years —if anything were wanting to sbow the utter falsity 
of the assertions of the Chicago Convention, its Speakers and its Presses, it is found in the declaration of 
Hon. A. II. Stephens (Vice-President of the Confederate States), who, on the 31st day of January, 1861 — 
82 days before Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated — thus solemnly foretold the " desolation desolate " which 
rebellion would bring upjn the South, and thti3 clearly and justly declared where the blame would rest: 

This step (the secession of Georgia) once taken, can never be recalled ; and all the baleful and wit/iering consequencts 
(hat must follow (i»s you will see) toill r*st on tJie Convention, for all coming time. When we and our posterity .1 see our 
lovely South desolated by the demon of war which thfe aut of yours will inevitably invite and call forth; wh':n our green fields 
of waving harvests Bhall be troddeu down by the murderous soldiery and flery car of war sweeping over our land — our temples 
of Justice S»W lu ashes, all the horrors and desolations of war upon us— .veto but this Ogsvbstow will be held bespoksuili 
fob it? and who but him, who shall have irlven hU vale tot this unwise and ill-timed measure (as I honestly think and believe), 
•hall b« held to strict account for this suicidal bcl by the present generation, and probably cursed and eie-;rated by posterity 
lor all coming time, for the wide and desolating ruin that will inevitably follow this act you now propose to perpetrate J 

"Pauss, 1 entreat you, and comidur Tor a moment what reasons you can give that will even satisfy yourselves In calmer 
moments, what reasons you can give to your fdlow-suaVers In the calamity that It will bring upon us. What reason can you 
give to the nati 'tis of las earth to justify li? They will be the calm and deliberate judges in the ease j and to uAa( cause or 
Stt overt actoanyou nama or point on ic''ith to rest the plea nf justification t What right has the North assailed? what 
interest of the South has ben Invaded? what justice has been dewed ? and what claim, founded lu Justice and right, has been 
withheld? Can eitlierof yot* to-d-tty nime one governmental act of wrong, deliberately and purposely done by the Govern- 
ment of Washington, of which Vte South nan a rigkt to complaint 1 challenge the answeb! 



On the 14th day of April, 1861, President Lincoln issued his Proclamation, declaring the existence of the 
rebellion, and calling upon the loyal States to furnish men and material to defend the Government and 
restore the Uniou. Iu two days'after, the Government was in the power of the rebels — isolated from tha 
North, and confined to the limits of the City of Washington. The arms and munitions of war of the Nation 
were in the possession of the rebels; the Navy — what had" not been destroyed — had been purposely sent to - 
the most remote seas. A vast number of the men who had been educated in the science of war at the 
expense of the Nation had deserted their country, perjured themselves, and gone over to the South. Tli&t 
very day the present Commander of the rebel armies (R-jBuar IS. Lsk), and the most daring of their naval 
commanders (Commodore Buchan/an-) were in the employ and the confidence of President Li so oik — familiar 
with every thought' of the Administration, and charged with the duty of preparing on land and aea to resist 
the power of the rebellion. "We had an Army and Navy to create ; we had to educate the peaceful North 
to the practice of war; to turn the reaping-hook aud the ploughshare back into the sword uud the cannon ; 
we had most of all to learn who were in sympathy with rebellion, and lo weed out from the Government itself 
those who gave the enemy secret aid and comfort. We had to abandon the field, the shop and the office, and 
take on the unknown and repulsive trappings of war. Tho rebels (liko burglars! had been thoroughly pre- 
pared. They had their designs matured, their materials concentrated, thoir officers educated, their men 
drilled, their colaborers and spies known and located. They had the initiative. The patient, loving and 
forbearing Government could ouly wait aud hope, uud endure to the last extremity before it dared even to 
assert its rights or defend itself. The rebels had a network of railroads aud telegraphs, constructed and 
equipped by Northern capital and Northern labor. They were large debtors to the North for good3 that 
r-wcro stored In their warehona*s, Th* capital invested in their works of improvement and the debts due to 
[ Northern manufacturers and merchants they confiscated to the usos of the rebellion. For years, according 
, to Vice-President Stephens, they had enjoyed " two-third* of the patronage of the Government" — a govern- 
ment that had been extravagant in expenditures at thoir dictation aud for their benefit. We were forced 
into the contest for tho supremacy of the Union, with a government bankrupt in resources by years of 
i Democratic misrule and extravagance, whose reliance was upon a Commerce and Manufacturers, and Pro- • 
) dncers drained by Southern debtors, who repudiated their debts and defied their creditors. 

The Chicago Platform says: "Four years of failure demand a cessation of hostilities" Let us set 
how much has been gained. For the present we waive tho moral victories, and take for comparison tha 
actual area and population of tho States and Territories that were in tho possession of tho rebellion on tha 
'■■ 4th day of April, 1861, the first day that Mr. Lincoln, by word or deed, attempted "to uiaintaiu the integrity 
of the Union. To-day (October 1, 1801), the area and population of the States and Territories now had by 
the rebels may be thus estimated:

Have -we made any Progress in Crushing the Rebellion P 

Another of the falsehoods persistently reiterated by the Copperhead Democracy, is the assertion that the 
Administration (or the pcoplo of the North) cannot succeed in restoring the Union and maintaining the 
integrity of the Government. The 3econd resolution of the Chicago Convention declares that " Foua years 
oj Failure to restore the Union by the experiment of war,* * * demand that immediate efforts be made for 
a Cessation of Hostilities." 

Rev. C. Coaukoy Buee, of New York, one of the most prominent of the speakers in favor of McClell\.n 
at the Chicago Convention, asks this question, and himself gives the answer: "After three years of war, 
who arc conquered, you or tho South? 1 say you are cmquered. You cannot conquer the South," 

James S. Rollins, of Missouri, also talking to the delegates of the Chicago Convention, said:' '/ love our 
Southern friends ; they are a noble, a brave arid a chivalrous people, and oannot be subdued." 

Jsatau Rynders, the U. 8 Marshal fur the Southern District of New York during the administration of 
Mr. Buchanan, also talking to the Chicago delegates, said : " I liavo never said one word against the brave, 
the noble, the generous, the chivalrous people of th- South, and I trust in God I never shall. Nearly half 
a million of those noble men had fallen in bloody graves, but tuet remained usconquered." 

We might multiply these extracts, so as to fill « dozen such pages as this. But the declaration that the 
war is a failure is so broadly and clearly made in the Chicago Platform as to render any further extracts 
unnecessary- 

The purpose of this assumption of failure is manifest. It is- the corollary of the first faischoo 1 , that the 
administration of Mr. Li>ooln brought the war upon the country. The sequence of both falsehoods is the 
declaration of the Chicago Platform that "/our years of failure demand a cessatioti of hostilities." 

W r c have shown, by the foregoing extracts from the Confederate Stales Register, and the declarations of 
Vice-President Stetukns, how entirely false are the assertions of the Democratic party, that " the Ad mini- 
etration is guilty of the war." 

The map at the head of this page shows at a glance how false is the second assertion, that " the experi- 
ment of war" is a failure. When the news of the attack, surrender and evacuation of Fort Sumter first

When the rebels commenced the war they held every fort and port of entry from Fortress Monroe to 
the mouth of tho Rio Grande. Now they hold but four forts and one port of entry , aud tho four forts and 
the onp port of entry are besieged and blockaded by our army and our navy. 

When the rebels commenced the war, they had undisputed possession of more than two-thirds of our 
sea coast, aud a large tonnage of commerce. Now, they have not oue rnercliant vessel to raise their flag; 
and they have no port that any vessel dare attempt to enter by daylight. They have aot a single vessel 
of war that would venture to meet a vessel of our Navy. 

When the rebels commenced the war they had in their possession 7,984 miles of railroad — all well 
equipped and in thorough running order. Now they have only 1,435 miles, and what they have would not 
be deomed fit for commercial and passenger traffic in any Free State. 

When tho rebels commenced the war, they held the navigation of the Mississippi from Columbus, Ky. ( 
to its moutb. Now they do not hold one foot of either shore. 

There is not a State or Territory of the old Union over a large portion of which the Government does 
not hold possession. Its vessels of war are before every port — its armies are constantly advancing — the beams 
of the riding sun welcome the old flag, where yesterday flaunted the bastard emblem of rebellion. No 
Government on earth dare rocognize th-3 rebellion as a success ; no 'capitalist will lend it a farthing ; no 
dealer will trust it for a keg of gunpowder or a barrel of meat. It is bankrupt in ci-cdit, exhausted of 
material ; it has " robb'jd the cradle and the grave," anJ h** an existence to-day only as a reckless adven- 
turer, " waiting for something to turn up." viz., the election of MoClkllas* and ths accession to power of 
thi>se who will again biud the giant North in chains, and sell thou* birthright of freedom for pieces of 
silver. 

Besides having conquered so much of the rebellion as is shown by the map, the people of the North have 
steadily increased in wealth, power and population. We have now a Navy more powerful for offence and defence 
than that of any nation in the world ; we have increased onr manufactures, railroads, canals, tclegrnplts 
and internal commerce. Individual indebtedness is almost unknown. We are daily and hourly reclaiming 
the forest and the prairie; we produce much inpre now than we did when the war commenced; our lands, 
our houses, our stocks of all kinds have enhanced in value, and never was labor so abundantly rewarded. 

With a few exceptions, the ravages of war have been confined to the territory of those who commenced 
it. To-day not a rebel footstep profanes tlie soil of the Loyal States, except that of a prisoner of war. 

These are the material victories we have gained. But in the wake of these nave followed moral and 
social triumphs such as war rarely brings, of which we may be more proud than of all our other conquests. 
We have taught tho rebels, who had for years reviled us as a community of cowards and speculators, to 
regard and respect us as a nation of brave, patriotic men, and true and devoted women. We have, by due 
process of law, abolished shivery in Louisiana. Maryland, Missouri, Arkansas, and in a large portion of Vir- 
ginia. Our avmes have struck the chains from hundreds of thousands of men and women in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama, North Carolina, South Carolina, Florida and Texas, and should the war 
stop now, as stop it soon must, from the steady onward march of Grant, and Sherman, and Shkbidan, 
ana Casbv, and Fabeaqut, no human power could reconstruct the blighting fabric of human slavery. 

We have shown unmisUfeably who commenced the war. It must be apparent to all that the Government 
kas thus far a decided and preponderating advantage. The end cannot be doubtful. They who violated the 
Divine Law have incurred the penalty, and will inevitably meet the allotted punishment. They who to#k 
the sword are perishing by the sword.

Major R. M. Sawyer, A. A. G., Army ofTennessee, Hdntsville: 

Dear Sawyer— Iu my former letter I have answered all your questions save one, 
and that relates to the treatment of inhabitants known or suspected to be hostile or 
"secesh." Th's is in truth the most difficult business of onr army, as it advances 
and occupies the Southern country. It is almost impossible to lay down rules, and I 
invariably leave this whole subject to the local commanders, but am wiUhig togivu 
them ths benefit of my acquired knowledge and experience. 

In Europe, whence wo derive •nr principles of war, as developed by their his-* 
tones, w;irs are. between kings or rulers, through hired armies, and not b-iween peo- 
ples. These remain, as it were, neutral, and sell hair produce to whatever army is 
in possession. 

Napoleon, when at war with Prussia, Austria and" Russia, bought forage and 
provisions of the inhabitants, and consequently had an interest to protect farms and 
Victories which administered to his wants. In -like -manner, the allied armies in 
France could buy of the French whatever they needed, the produce of the sod or 
manufactures of the country. Therefore, the rule wag and is, that wars are eontined 
to the armies, and should not visit the homes of families or private interests. 

But in other examples a different rule obtained the s motion of historical author- 
ity. I will only instance that, when in the reign of William and Mary, th- Knglish 
army occupied Ireland, then in a state of revolt, thy inhabitants wore actually driven 
into foreign lands, and actually dispossessed of their property and a now population 
introduced. To this day a large part of the North of Ireland is held by the de- 
scendants of the Scotch emigrants seul there by William's order and an act of Par- 
liament. 

'ihe war which prevails in our land is essentially a war of races. The South- 
ern people entered into a clear compact »f government, hut still maintained a species 
of separate interests, history and prejudices. Th» latter became stronger and strong- 
er, till they have led to a war which has developed the fruits of the bitterest kind. 

We of the North are, beyond all question, right in our lawful cause, but we 
are not bound to ignoro the fact that the people of the South have prejudices 
which form part of their nature, and which they cannot throw off without 
an effort ol reason, or the slower process of natural change. Now the question 
arises, should wc treat as absolute enemies nil in the South who differ from us in 
opinion or prejudice'- — kill, or banish them? Or should we give them time to think 
and gradually change their conduct so as to conform to the new order of things which 
is slowly and gradually ere ping iuto their country. 

When men take arms to resist onr rightful authority we are compelled to use 
force, because all reason and argument cease when arms are resorted to. When the 
provisions, forage, horses, mules, wagons, &s., ate used by our enemy, it is clearly \ 
our duty and right to take them, became otherwise they might use them against us. • 

In like manner, all houses left vacant by an inimical people-are clearly our right, J 
or such as are needed as storehouses, hospitals and quarters. But a question arises / 
as to dwellings usedby women, children and uon combatants. * So long as non-com- £ 
batants remain in their houses and keep to their accustomed business, their opinions \ 
and prejudices can in no wise influence the war, and therefora should not be noticed. % 
But if any oue comes into theimblic streets and creates diforder, ho or she should h 
be punished, re-strained or banished, eithe to the leaf or front, as the officer in com- : 
mand^-. ijui-lg -. If the people, or any of them, keep up a correspondence with par- } 
ties in hostility they are spies, and can be punished with death or other punishm nt £ 

These are well established principles of war, and the people of the Suuih hav- 5 
Ing appealed to war, are barred from appealing to our Constitution, which they have . 
practically and publicly d-fled. They *uve appealed to war, and must abide its rules | 
and laws.

Very well,, last year they could hare saved their slaves', but 
now it is too late— all the powers of earth could not restore to them their slaves any 
more than their dad grandfathers, fcext year their lands will be taken, for in war 
we can take thein, and rightfully, too, and another year fhey may beg iu vain for 
th ir lives. A peop e who wili persevere in war beyond a certain limit, ought to 
know the con»equeuoes. Many, many people, with, tees pertinacity than the South, 
have been wined out of national existence. 

My own belief is, that even now the non-slaveimlding classes of the South are 
alienating from their associates in war. Already 1 hear crimination. Those who 
have property left should take warning in time. 

Cilice I have come down here, I have seen many Southern plauters who now 
hire their negroes, and acknowledge they knew not the earthnuafce they were to 
make by appealing to accession. They thought the politicians had prej >ared the way 
and they could part in peuce They How see that we are bound together as one na- 
tion, by indissoluble tics, and that any interest or any people that set themselves up 
in an antagonism to the nation must perish. 

While I would not remit one jot or tittle of our nation's rights iu peace or war, I 
do not make allowances for past political errors and false prejudices. Our national 
Congress and Supreme Courts are the proper arenas in which to dismiss conflicting 
opinions, and not the huttle-tield. 

You may not hear from me again, and if you think it will do any good, call 
some of the people together and explain these, ray views. You may even read to 
them this letter, and let them use it, so as V» prepare them for my coming. 

To those who submit to iho rightful law and authority, alt gentleness and for- 
bearence, but to the petnlent and persistent seeesaiomstsi/why, death is mercy, and 
the quicker he or she is disposed of, tlwtwtter. Satan and the rebellious sainta of 
heaven were allowed a coutinuar.ee of existence in bell merely id swell their just 
punishment. To such as would rebel against a Government so mild ar.d jn*i a a ours 
wr>s in peace, a punishment equal would not be unjust. 

We are progressing welt iu this quarter. Though I have not changed my 
opinion that we may soon assume the existence of our national Government, yet 
years will pass before rultUmi-m, murder and robbery will cease to affeqt this region 
as our cuntry.

It has become fashionable with the Copper- 
heads to charge the Republican party with 
having initiated the war.

Jan. 18. — Surrender of Baton Rouge Arse- 
nal to Louisiana troops. 

Jan. 20. — New Orleans Mint and Custom 
House taken. 

Feb. 2. — Seizure of Little Rock Arsenal by 
Arkansas troops. 

Feb. 4. — Surrender of the revenue cutler 
Castle, to the Alabama authorities. 

Feb. 17. — Twiggs transferred Ihi United 
States property in Texas to the rebels. 

March 2. — The United States revenue cutter 
was seized by the rebels in Texas. 

As Abraham Lincoln was not inaugurated ns 
President of the United States until the 4th of 
March, 1861, it is hardly fair play to hold 
him or his party responsible for the legacy of 
war which he inherited from the administra- 
tion of that most distinguished dirt eater, 
James Buchanan.

show the facts (and believe me, gentlemen, I am not here the advocate of the 
Worth; but I am here the friend, the firm friend and lover, of the South and 
tier institutions; and for this reason I speak thus plainly and faithfully for 
yours mine, and every other man's interest, the words of truth and soberness ) 
of which I wish you to judge, and I win only state facts which are clear and 
undeniable, and which now stand as records authentic in the history of our 
country. 

. . . " W ^ en we of the Soatl1 demanded the slave-trade, or the importation of 
Africans for the cultivation of our lands, did they not yield the right for twenty 
years ? When we asked a three-fifths representation in Congress for our slaves 
was it not granted ! When we asked and demanded the return of any fugitive 
from justice, or the recovery of those persons owing labor or allegiance, was it 
not incorporated in the Constitution, and again ratifiedand strengthened in the 
Fugitive Slave Law of 1850 ? 

" But do you reply, that, in many instances, they have violated thm compact 
and have not been faithful to their engagements ? Ab individuals and local 
commumties, they may have done so; but not by the sanction of Government; 
for that has always been true to Southern interests. Again, gentlemen : look at 
another fact. When we have asked that more territory should be added, that 
we might spread the institution of slavery, have they not yielded to our demands 
in giving ns Louisiana, Florida and Texas ?— out of which four States have been 
carved, and ample territory for four more to be added in due time, if you by 
this unwise and impolitic act do not destroy this hope, and perhaps by it lose 
all, and have your last slave wrenched from you by stern military rule, as South 
America and Mexico were ; or by the vindictive decree of a universal emancipa- 
tion, which may reasonably be expected to follow. 

" But again, gentlemen: what have we to gain by this proposed change of 
onr relation to the General Government? We have always had the control of 
it; and can yet, if we remain in it, and are as united as we have been. We 
have had a majority of the Presidents chosen from the South, as well as the 
control and management of most of those chosen from the North. We have had 
sixty years of Southern Presidents to their twenty-four; thus controlling the 
Executive department. So of the Judges of the Supreme Court ; we have had 
eighteen from the South, and but eleven from the North. Although nearly four- 
fifths of the jndicial business has arisen in the Free States, yet a majority of the 
Court has always been from the South. This we have required, so as to guard 
against any interpretation of the Constitution unfavorable to us. Iu like manner, 
we have been equally watchful to guard our interests in the Legislative branch 
of Government. In choosing the presiding Presidents (pro tern.) of the Senate, 
we have had twenty-four to their eleven. Speakers of the House, we have had 
twenty-three, and they twelve. While the majority of the representatives, from 
their greater population, have always been from the North, yet we have so 
generally secured the Speaker, because he, to a great extent, shapes and controls 
the legislation of the country. Nor have we had less control in every other 
department of the General Government. Attorney-Generals we have had 
fourteen, while the North have had but five. Foreign ministers we have had 
eighty-six, and they but fifty-four. While three-fourths of the business which

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THE COST OF A REBEL PEACE. 



PLAIN WORDS FOR WORKING-MEN. 



The war is costly; there is no doubt of that. Taxes are 
heavy and prices are high. And so some are crying: "Let us 
stop the war ! Let us have an armistice, and get cheap bread ! " 

But think a moment — -how long we have had the best Gov- 
ernment in the world without being taxed for it at all ; and now 
that the rebels are trying to break down the Government, and 
to steal from us nearly half our territory, we ought to be willing 
to pay what it costs to hold our own. 

It isn't the Government that causes all this cost of war ; it is 
the enemies of the Government who compel us to pay so dearly 
for its defence. The aristocrats of the South, who look down upon 
working-men with contempt, who make their own laborers slaves, 
and call the free laborers of the North, " mudsills," are trying to 
break down our Government — the working-men's Government — so 
that they can rule in their own way. That's what's the matter ; and 
that is why we must fight, and pay the cost of keeping our free- 
dom, our Union, our Constitution, and our country. It is worth 
fighting for, and worth paying for ; and all the more because we 
have so long had it free. 

Besides, the Government spares the working-man, as much as 
possible, in its taxes. It doesn't tax the farmer on his land. It 
leaves the laboring-man six hundred dollars a year, and his rent, 
and his tools, all free from tax. The Government looks out as well 
as it can for the working-man, while it is bearing such heavy bur- 
dens to defend the nation, which is the working-man's home. 

It isn't fair to charge all the high prices to the Government 
and the war. There have been hard times and high prices before 
now, when there was no war. Then work was scarce and wages 
were low, and ina'hy a working-man was brought to poverty. But 
now, in spite of war and taxes, work is plenty and wages are high ; 
so that high prices do not produce the hard times of 1857. The 
farmer can make a bushel of wheat, or a load of hay, go as far as 
ever in supplying his family ; and a day's work is worth as much 
more in proportion, as the price of the necessaries of life has ad- 
vanced. 

Much of the advance in prices is due to a class of specu- 
lators in gold who are working against the Government for 
their own gains. The Government should not be blamed for 
the work of its enemies; and the surest way to bring down 
prices is to sustain the Government in crushing the rebellion. 
Reenforce Grant and Sherman, and their victories will soon 
bring down the price of gold and the price of bread. 

But would it not lessen taxes and lower prices if we should 
have an armistice, and make peace with the rebels upon terms 
that they would agree to ? Let us see. An armistice would 
not stop any of the expenses of the war on our side, nor help 
the cause of the Union in any way. In an armistice we would 
simply agree to stop fighting for a certain time, until we could 
see whether we could come to a settlement or must go to 
fighting again. But unless we mean to give up every thing 
in advance, to "own beat," and let the rebels have their own 
way, we must still keep our armies in the field, ready to fight 
again if we could not come to terms. And it would cost just 
as much to keep our armies standing idle, as it would to keep 
them at work, winning new victories for our cause. 

Would any man be willing to recall Sherman from Atlanta, 
and Grant from Petersburgh, and Farragut from Mobile, to give 
up Tennessee, and New-Orleans, and the Mississippi River, again to 
the rebels, in order to talk with them about terms of peace ? No ; 



if we have an armistice, we must still hold all these places and 
pay for holding them — pay our Army and Navy for doing nothing. 
Bat we must raise the blockade ; and the rebels would send their 
cotton to England, and their tobacco to Prance, and would buy 
a fleet of iron-clads to defend their ports and to prey upon our 
commerce, if they chose to renew the war — as they surely would, 
unless we would agree to give them half of the Union as their 
own. Then, too, England and France would interfere, if we 
should attempt to renew the blockade after once raising it. Would 
it relieve taxes and reduce prices, to have to pay all the cost of an 
idle army, and afterward to have to fight the South, reenforced 
with money, ships, arms, and men, and with England and France 
on her side? Would it not be cheaper far to go through with our 
fighting once for all ? 

But suppose a peace. Very well ; we will see how that 
would affect taxes and prices. What hind of a peace shall it be? 
a Union peace or a. rebel peace? It must be one or the other. 

The rebels demand recognition. Jeff. Davis declares that 
he Mall not treat upon any basis but the recognition of the 
rebel confederacy as an independent government. Now, if the 
\ Jnited States were divided, with a foreign and hostile nation 
on its borders, we should have to keep up a standing army in 
jlf-defence, and to have a chain of forts from the Atlantic to 
the Rocky Mountains. We must then be always ready for war; 
and, with one half of our territory gone, and one half of our 
foreign trade diverted by a rival nation, we should still have to 
\ay such taxes as European nations pay for a standing army. It 
•would be much cheaper to put down the rebellion, once for all, 
\nd to send the soldiers home to he]]) increase the wealth of the 
country instead of consuming it. 

Besides, did we recognize the Southern Confederacy, we 
would sanction resistance to a presidential election by an armed 
faction; for the South took up arms to defeat the legal choice 
of the people. How long would it be, then, before some other 
party would do the same? How long before the West would 
start another confederacy, and fight us with the South upon her 
side? And what would be the rate of taxes and of prices 
then ? 

And what a sorry fignre we should make if we shoidd be 
drawn into a war with England, after giving up to the Southern 
Confederacy ! How a half nation, that could not hold its own 
forts and harbors, would lie bullied by Great Britain! And 
what terrible taxes a foreign war woiild bring upon us! 

If we should make a peace by taking back the rebels into 
the Union, without conquering the rebellion, that would be the 
dearest bargain of all. We should still have our debt to pay, 
and nothing to show for it ; and we would have to pay the 
Southern debt besides! It would be like suing a burglar for 
assault and battery, and then compromising by giving him half 
our house and paying the costs on both sides ! The unwhipped 
rebels would be overbearing beyond endurance. They would 
disturb trade and the currency by their threats and violence ; thev 
would have the upper-hand of us, and would make us pay dearly 
for their rule. A rebel peace would cost too much. 

Our only hope of better days is in putting down the rebellion, 
and so gaining a Union peace. Reenforce Grant and Sherman — 
reelect Abraham Lincoln — and soon the rebellion will go down, 
and gold will go down, and prices will go down, and peace 
and plenty will come again to the home of the working-man.

Frankfort, Kit., Sept. 19, 1861. 
As your Representative, I came to Frank- 
fort with an earnest desire and an honest 
intention of preserving the peace. Con- 
sidering that a neutral power may dis- 
charge prior obligations to cither belliger- 
ent, and we were under prior obligations 
to the Federal Governmeat, both of a con- 
stitutional and pecuniary character; and 
that even as between independent nations, 
an innocent passage through a neutral s 
domain is due to either party to the war ; 
considering the formation of camps and 
large armies within a stone's throw of out- 
border in Tennessee, and the oft repeated 
and authentic avowal that the camp at Dick 
Robinson was purely defensive, and for no 
purpose of offence, its formation was not a 
violation of Kentucky's neutrality. 

Yefl regretted its formation. It seemed 
to give irritation and offence to good men, 
and I came here prepared to vote for its 
dispersion or removal, on certain conditions 
as a peace measure. As I came through 
Louisville I met with a distinguished citi- 
zen of Tennessee who pledged me his hon- 
or that the camps so long kept on our bor- 
der were for no purpose hostile to Kentucky 
but to resist, at the best points in Tennes- 
see, an invasion of that Suite through Ken- 
tucky by Uniiod States forces, The same 
gentleman was in Frankfort with three oth- 
ers, accredited as Peace Commissioners 
from Tennessee to Kentucky, avowing the 
same pacific intentions, when the news was 
received that they had invaded us. The 
Commissioners assert themselves astounded 
and mortified by the event. 
The House organized on Monday— noth- 
ing could be done until the Senate organ- 
ized. On Tuesday after my arrival here, 
a distinguished member of the House, in a 
speech at a peace barbecue near Frankfort, 
announced that "we (meaning his party) 
have ten thousand good and true Kenluek- 
ians, just over the line, who, at one long, 
loud blast from the bugle will come to our 
rescue." Then at that time there were 
more men under arms against the Govern- 
mentof the Unitod- States, who were recrui- 
ted in Kentucky, than were in camps Rob- 
inson and Holt combined. 
' On the 28th of August Mr. Davis wrote 
to Gov. Magoffin that the troops on the 
Tennessee line were only intended to repel 
invasion from the United States through 
Kentucky. The Senateorganizedon Thurs- 
day, the ah. The meeting of the Legisla- 
ture was as well known at Nashville and 
Richmond as it was in Kentucky and the 
world were anxiously looking for an ex- 
pression of opinion from tho Legislature, 
fresh from the people. 

I had preprred resolutions looking to the 
reorganization of the Koutucky militia, the 
removal from our borders of United States 
troops, on the proper guarantees from 
Southern Commanders of pacific intentions, 
would have favored a conference for that 
purpose; andlooking to the call of aNation- 
al Convention as a final attempt to adjust 
our difficulties. I am confident these reso- 
lutions would have passed in the Ihen tem- 
per of the Legislature. 

The first business on Thursday, after 
completing the organization of the two 
houses, was t» receive the Governor's mes 
sa^e, in which he promised to cooperate 



with the Legislature in any attempt to pre- 
serve the peace. In a few minutes another 
message was recoived, communicating a 
telegram from Gov. Harris, dated the 4th, 
announcing the invasion of Kentucky and 
the oacupation of several important mili- 
tarp positions on the 3d, the night befoie. 
This information was in possession of the 
Governor when ho sent in his first message, 
and he did not communicate it until he 
found tho speakers of the two houses had 
received similar information from General 
Grant dated the Sth, one day later than 
Harris's telegram. In these documents a 
singular fact is noticeable: that the Gover 
nor does not demand of Harris or the Con- 
federate General the removal of the inva- 
ders, and did not indicate to the Lcgisla 
Wire or to Gen. Grant that he would, or that 
Kentucky ought to, use any exertions to 
expel thtfm. . , 

Gov. Harris disclaimed the act on the 
4th, and says he telegraphed Mr. Davi: 
about it. His accredited Peace Commis 
sinners wore here from tho beginning.wilh 
the right to communicate with Harris and 
Davis, and on the 9th, six days after the 
invasion, and five days after Harris begun 
telegraphing Davis, these Commissioneis 
sent the Governor a letter, in which they 
say that Secretary Walker at Richmond, 
had requested Polk to withdraw, and he 
declined to do it on the ground that the 
invasion was a "military necessity." Mark 
the language, and further oommuiiieatethe 
very definite information that "the messen- 
ger" "had heard in Nashville" that Sec-, 
etary Walker had given Gen, Polk a dis- 



tion, he very graciously and coolly offers 
to condescend to withdraw on condition 
that Kentucky will guarantee the with- 
drawal of the Federals, and that they 'shall 
not be allowed to enter or occupy any point 
of Kentucky in the future." 'Any point,' 
not even custom houses or barracks in 
their possession at the commencement of 
the war ! "In future," that is for all time 
to come! In other words, if we will se- 
cede or declare our independence or go to 
war with the General Government, he will 

withdraw his armies from our territory. 

Of course, General Polk, being a minister 
of tho gospel of the "Prince of Peace,,' ' is 
opposed to coercion. He deserves to bo 
made an honorary member of the peace 
party. If Kentuckians will now announce 
to the world that thoy may be invaded, 
and then have terms prescribed to them by 
the invader, thoy had as well sell out to the 
best bidder, and go into permanent slavery 
under some good master who will give his 
parole of honor to treat them well. 



eretion to stay or withdraw. 

On the OthGen. Polk telegraphed Gov. 
Magoffin that "a military necessity having 
required hinf to occupy Columbus," he 
had done so with the forces under his com 
mand, and he had taken the town on the 
4th, as his proclamation shows. Ho says 
he promptly advised Mr. Davis of the act, 
who replied that "the necessity justified the 
action." He says ho took the town because 
the Federals had planted a battery opposite 
with the "evident intention" of covering 
the landing of troops. It was very conve- 
nient to his purposes to divine the 'evident 
intention of other people. The Federals 
could have built a battery at Columbus as 
well as over the river, aud the fact that 
they put it on the other side might have 
suggested to Gen. Polk, if he had been as 
anxious to observe out neutrality as he was 
to involve us in war that it was done to 
keep him out and protect Kentucky from 
invasion. The Reverend General thinks 
the Government disregarded Kentucky 
neutrality by planting a battery on the 
shore opposite Columbus, with the Missis- 
sippi river between them, but of course he 
would think that Tennessee had protected 
our neutrality by keeping 30,000 or 40,000 
men in a stone's throw of our line for some 
months before. The only difference be- 
tween him and Kentucky is that she would 
prefer to judge her own honor and interests 
and will call upon him for protection when 
she wants it at his hands. 

It is difficult to say which excels, the in- 
solence ot the white-gowned commander or 
flie transparency of his diplomacy. Having 
assumed to judge that our neutrality was 
violate!, and to invade us for our protec- 



It will be seen that before the Legislature 
could do anything, ay, before they were 
organized, we were invaded by our 'South- 
ern sister," Tennessee, who had solemnly- 
protested that her immense armies were 
only to defend herself against attack against 
attack in a quarter where there was no like- 
lihood of an aliack. Was the 'one long, 
loud blast of the bugle" sounded from 
Southern Kentucky, or was it at the dis- 
cretion of tho newly made judge of "mili- 
tary necessity" and the law of neutrality? 
In cither event the question of peace or 
war was taken from our control and deci- 
ded by others. In this connection 1 will 
add that I have just returned (as a specta- 
tor) from I be "Peace Convention" held to- 
day in this city. There I heard the most 
prominent and distinguished speaker of the 
day, after deciding what was the duty of 
the Slate and the present Legislature, assert 
with all the energy aud emphasis hecould 
throw into the sentence, "And 1 will wage 
eternal war against those members of this 
Legislature who prove recreant to the trust 
confided in them." Comment is unneces- 
sary. 

I want no war, I and my constituents 
have nothing to gain and everything to 
lose by war. I have hoped and prayed 
for peace; that this storm might not pass 
over Kentucky's fair fields, or if it must 
that it should stoop no lower than the 
mountain tops. But if Mr. Jefferson Davis 
and the Rev. Leonidas Polk force upon 
Kentucky the question of conquering or 
being conquered, then I am for conquer- 
ing. These facts and hasty reflections are 
submitted to a eonstituencyof brave, intel- 
ligent, and free people.

Secretary Cobb, in a recent speech in Georgia, said : " The people of the Gn.'if States n^ed have no apprehensions ; they might go on with their planting and their other business i„ 
usual, the war would not come to their section, its theater, would be along the borders of the Ohio river and in VIRGINIA!'* The convention between Virginia and the Confederate States, 
by which the control of all military operations is placed !n the hands o F President Davis, ins ires this result. 



On the twenty-third of the present month, the 
people of Virginia will be called to decide upoa 
questions the importance of which cannot be ade- 
quately expressed in words. Nothing has ever 
transpired in Virginia, from the first day of its set- 
tlement, to be compared, in the magnitude of its 
consequences, with the action to be taken on the 
fourth Thursday of May. The result of that day's 
poll will tell, directly and speedily, upon the condi- 
tion of every man, woman and child, throughout 
the limits, of the entire Commonwealth. Every 
vote cast will be a vote for or against the political 
and pecuniary ruin of the man who casts it. 

Shall Virginia break oft' from the government of 
the United States ? This is the first question, and 
the gravest. 

The Convention in Kichmond, representing a 
majority of sixty odd thousand Union men, has 
secretly resolved the Commonwealth out of the 
Federal Union. The consideration which moved 
to this result are only known by conjecture. The 
discussions which preceded it, and the vote which 
determined it, have, up to this date, been rigidly 
withheld— affairs of the weightiest concern to every 
citizen of the State have been negotiated and con- 
summated in secret conclave. No opportunity for 
a word of protest has been afforded. No one was 
apprised of what was in contemplation until the 
thing contemplated was performed, and the entire 
population of the Commonwealth has been handled, 
disposed of, and delivered over, with the same con- 
sideration as if they were articles of traffic and sub- 
jects of merchandise. 

, This the honor of Virginia docs not demand, and 
the interests of Virginia, in every form, forbid. 

The action of the Convention upon our federal 
relations is to be judged, be it remembered, in the 
light of facts existing at the time of that action. 
The antecedent events are familiar to all, and up to 
thnt date let him show who can what indignity, 
what act of aggression or of insult, had been offered 
or attempted by the government of the United 
States to the citizens of Virginia in their individual 
or collective capacity. 

This question of honor is to be determined by 
every man for himself, and not by another for him. 
Each is to inquire and decide whether he has expe- 
rienced that which renders it impossible for him to 
remain longer with honor under the old flag of the 
country. 

Is the honor of Virginia so much nicer than that 
of Kentucky, that Virginia must rush into a hostile 
attitude for th- jarne causes that Kcntncky says 
are no causes ot revolution to her ? What say the 
resolutions passed at the chief city of Kentucky, 
and eloquently advocated by her ablest men, im- 
mediately after the events which prceeipitated the 
action of the Kichmond Convention ? 

" Whereas the Confederate States have commenced 
the, war against the United States, Resolved, that we 
will give no countenance to those hostilities, and 
that Kentucky will still adhere to the government 
of her fathers," or words to that effect. 

Is the honor of Virginia so much nicer than that 
of Maryland, that Virginia must rise up in arms 
against the Federal authorities, when the voice of 
Maryland, under the pressure of the most embar- 
rassing events, is coming up almost solidly for the 
maintenance of the Union ? 

No considerations of State honor or State pride 
require that Virginia shall rudely sever those old 
political associations in connection with which she 
has thriven and prospered, least of all when the 
prime purpose of such a severance is to sustain am- 
bitious and disappointed men in their efforts to 
seize power for their own aggrandisement, regard- 
less of the interest and welfare of the multitude. 

And how stands the case on this point of inter- 
est ? The experience of two weeks gives sufficient 
auswer. From the morn that the passage of the 
secession ordnance was made public, business of 
every description has been prostrated and paralyzed. 



if by deed^&eouted and recorded. Is there a man 
dependent upon the wages of daily or yearly em- 
ployment ? Ratify this ordinance, and may God 
help him, for nothing in Virginia can ? 

Secession, as everybody now sees, means war. 
War throughout the length and breadth of Virginia 
will be the sure consequence of a ratifying majority 
on the 23d instant, and war in its most terrible and 
desolating character. Every vote polled on that 
day will be a vote for peace or for war, and before 
descending upon the latter, let every man ask him- 
self, " What have I done, or what has been done to 
me that I should enter Up >» a war against the Gov- 
ernment of the United States?" 

Who are to stand the brunt of this contest ? 
Will it be those who have clamored loudest for 
secession, and who have done the most to bring on 
the present crisis ? These are the first to flee from 
the very approach of danger. They hurry in every 
train and by every coach from the anticipated scenes 
of disturbance. Will the disunion majority of the 
Richmond Convention come into the ranks and 
shoulder the musket in the strife which they have 
inaugurated ? They will keep at a respectful dis- 
tance from danger. They will fill the lucrative 
offices and secure the rich appointments which ap- 
pertain to the new order of things. They will lux- 
uriate on two or three or four hundred dollars per 
month, with horses, and servants, and rations to 
match, while the uniou-loviug people will be called 
upon, for the honor ot Virginia and two shillings 
per day, to do the fighting and undergo the hard- 
ships of war. We are all Virginians, say they ; 
the State must be sustained, and, right or wrong, 
we must all fight for Virginia, and so forth. 

What is it to fight for Virginia ? What is it to 
sustain the State ? Is it to urge her upon a course 
which leads to visible and garring destruction? Is 
this the way, and the only way, in which we can 
testify our devotion to the Commonwealth? If 
those feelings which actuated our Revolutionary 
Fathers be not all dead in us, we shall exhibit our 
love for Virginia by repudiating this tyrannical 
rule which our Convention has endeavored to im- 
pose, and suffer not ourselves to be sold like sheep 
from the shambles. The People yet hold their des- 
tinies in their own hands; it is for them to accept 
or reject a tyranny, worse, many times, than that 
from which the war of 76 delivered us — not the 
tyranny of one man, but many. 

Less than a month has elapsed since the ordi- 
nance of secession passed the Convention. We 
have not yet entered upon the outer limits of the 
realities which lie before us, if the Convention is 
to be. sustained by the vote of the people. And 
what is our experience up to this stage of the pro- 
ceedings ? The peaceful avocations of industry are 
everywhere obstructed ; the horse is seized from 
the plough, that some idler may ride him and be 
fed at the public expense ? 

Young men and lads who joined the volunteer 
company of their neighborhood for the simple pleas- 
ure of an occasional parade are now withdrawn from 
their occupation and homes, and subjected to all the 
exposures and temptations of the camp. Troops 
are quartered in every direction, already eating out 
the very substauce of the people ; despondency and 
a-conseiousness of utter ruin and bankruptcy per- 
vade every commercial and business community ; 
paper money is rapidly declining to the continental 
standard ; distraction, demoralization, and conster- 
nation everywhere prevail. These are not pictures 
of the imagination, they are facts which every one 
too painfully realizes ; and if such things meet us 
at the thresiihold of this new career, who can fore- 
tell what will attend its further progress. 

There are times when -we must not stop to couut 
sacrifices and costs; where honor, and character, 
and self-preservation are put in issue; but, citizens 
of Virginia, is there sufficient cause, or any cause, 
for which we should aggravate the calamities al- 
ready upon us, and plunge headlong into an abyss

The subjoined letter, addressed by a distinguished 
citizen of Kentucky to the Editor of the Louisville 
Journal, is so applicable to Virginia as well as her 
daughter, Kentucky, that it is added to the above 
address for the reflection of the voters of Virginia : 
Baltimore, April 28, 1861. 

George D. Prentice, Esq. 

Dear Sir: Early last week I determined, upon ray own 
refleluion and impulse, to make a hurried run to Washington, 
to take a view ol public affairs there, and from there; arid 
to talk with the President and some of the members of his 
Cabinet in reiaiion to our national troubles, and how the Ad- 
ministration intended to treat them. 

I found the President frank and calm, but decided and firm. 
He expressed deep concern and regret for the existing condi- 
tion of pubic affairs, and his hope that there would yet be a 
restoration of the Union, and peace and amity among all 
the States. He remarked that neither he, nor any other Pres- 
ident, who had been elected by a party, could administer the 
Government in exact accordance with his own opinions and 
judgment j but must make some departure to satisfy those 
who had placed him in power. That, before the Carolinians 
had made their attack on Fort Sutnter, he had decided not to 
reinforce or attempt to reinforce its garrison, but merely, and 
only, to supply its handtul of famishing men with food : and 
that he had distinctly communicated these purposes to the* 
authorities of the Southern Confederation. That he had also 
determined that, until the meeting of Congress, he would 
make no attempt to rstake the forts, &.C., belonging to the 
United States, which had been unlawfully seized and wrested 
from their possession, but would leave the then existing stale 
o( things to be considered and acted upon by Congress, unless 
he should be constrained to depart from that purpose by the 
continued military operations of the Seceded Slates. 

The President further said that events had now reached a 
point when it must be decided whether our system of Federal 
Government was only a league of sovereign and independent 
States, from which any Slate could withdraw at pleasure, or 
whether the Constitution formed a government invested with 
strength and powers sufficient to uphold its own authority 
and to enforce the execution ol the laws of Congress. That 
he had no doubt of the truth of the latter proposition, and he 
intended to make it good in the administration of the govern- 
ment to the extent that he should be sustained by the people 
of the United States. > 

He remarked, also, that he had expected all the Slates upon 
which he had made a requisition for military aid to enable 
him to execute the laws, to respond to that call, and particu- 
larly the State of Kentucky, which had been so loyal to the 
Union and faithful in the performance of all her duties. 
That he greatly regretled she had not acted up to the principle 
of her great statesman, now no more, and for which she 
cast her vote in the late Presinential election, " the Union, 
the Constitution, and the enforcement of the laws." 

That he intended to make no atlack, direct or indirect, 
upon I lie institutions or properly of any Slate; but, on the 
contrary, would defend them to the full extent with which 
the Constitution and laws of Congress have vesied the Presi- 
dent with the power. And that he did noi intend to invade 
with any armed force, or make any military or naval move- 
ment against any Stale, unless she or her people should make 
it necessary by a formidable resistance of the authority and 
laws of the United Stales. That if Kentucky or her citi- 
zens should seize the post of Newport, it would become his 
duty and he might attempt to retake it; but he contemplated 
no military operations that would make it necessary to move 
any troops over her territories, though he had the unques- 
tioned right at all times to march the United States troops 
into and ouer any and every Slate. Thai if Kentucky made 
no demonstration of force against the United States, he would 
not molest her. That he regretted the necessity of marching 
Hoops across Maryland, but forces to protect the seat of the 
United Slates government could not be concentrated there 
without dooing so ; and he intended to keep open a line of 
communication through that State to Washington city, at 
any risk, but in a manner least calculated to irritate and 
inflame her people. 

In this lime of gloom and danger, when the nation is being 
rocked to its base, and so many Stales are leaping headlong 
into ihe abyss of revolution, it is the paramount duly of every 
irue son of Kentucky to give all his efforts to save her from 
the faial plunge, and thus keep away from her borders the 
most terrible of all scourges, a civil and servile war. Let her 
not become a party to this most unnecessary, unnatural, and 
revolting sectional strife. She had neither part nor lot in 
bringing it on. It was precipitated by ils arrogant authors 
without condescending to consult her, against her earnest re- 
monstrances, and to put in peril all her interests, every hearth- 
stone within her borders, and all her women and her chil- 
dren. Its flashes and thunders are gleaming and breaking in 
the Southern horizon over the guilty heads of those who 
dared it, would have it, and lliere let it rage and waste its 
fury. There is no call of interest, of honor, or of duty upon 
us to rush into it and thus avert it from the South and bring 
down its fury upon ourselves. Will we permit our sympa- 
thies for those who had none for us, or our reckless knight- 
errauly to intervene at the cost of having our fair and peace- 
ful land ravaged with fire and sword ? Let Kentucky look 
to herself and her own self-preservaiion in this dread hour. 

Let her stand immovable as a rook peering above the tem- 
pest-tossed ocean, and as the red waves of war, from North or 
South, beat against her firm base, let her roll them back with 
all their desolation. To enable her to perform this difficult and 
perilous duty, let her clothe herself in full panoply. Let all 
her men and all her youths procure for themselves the most 
effective arms, and then themselves form an independent organi- 
zation or companies, regiments, and divisions. Let them drill 
thoroughly, and always be ready to defend their homes and 
their State from all enemies, within or without. Let them put 
themselves under the command of brave and faithful men who 
are known to have no object but the defense and preservation 
of our Commonwealth, and the reconstruction of the Union- 
Let us husband all our resources and perfect ourmilitaiy or- 
ganization, and when the contending parties become worn and! 
wasted by a prolonged and bloody war, we can then effectively 
interfere to command a general peace.

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Soldiers of the Union Army! you who have been "to the front," and 
faced the shot and shell of the rebels arrayed against you ! the time has come 
when you may ratify by your ballots the principles and the heroism -which yon 
have manifested by your bullets. Ton may now decide whether you will sustain 
the party that sustained you, or the party that labored with all its power to 
defeat you and drive you homo in disgrace from the field of battle. The follow- 
ing extracts from the "platforms" of the "Democracy," and the speeches of 
some of its orators, will show how they were " the friends" of the Soldiers. 

At a time when the Government was in need of men to reinforce the army, 
in order to maintain its supremacy, the Democratic Association of Lansing, 
Michigan, hold a meeting, March, 1803, at which George W. Peck said that— 

" The Republican party have carried on the war for two years. They have 
sent their HELL-HOUNDS AND BULL-DOGS down South, and what have 
they accomplished 1 Nothing. And wo told them that in the beginning — that 
they could accomplish nothing ; and the reason why is, because they arc OUR 
BRETHREN ! And now they come back and propose to kick up a fnss here in 
the North; and WE ARE READY FOR THEM!" 

The party whose orators could denounce the soldiers of the Union army as 
"hell-hounds and bull-dogs," could very consistently adopt the following dis- 
union resolutions, as passed by the Democratic Convention of Madison County, 
Ohio, in the summer of 1803 : 

"Resolved, That wo favor an immediate termination of the present war, and 
A SEPARATION OF THE SECTIONS, because the North has failed, either 
by arms or by argument, to sustain her right of conquest ; and the South is 
decided to separate from the Union at all hazards, tendering us the freedom of 
the Mississippi River. Each Border State should bo left to decide her future 
alliance, whether in the North or South, by her own convention ; and our armies 
in the field should be held in readiness to enforce the mode of settlement, and for 
no oilier purpose." 

In accordance with the recommendation of the Albany Atlas and Argus, 
and other " Democratic " authorities, the Government consented to resort, to a 
draft to fill the ranks of the army, upon which the Democratic Convention 
of Edgar County, Illinois, assembled at Elbridge, and adopted the following re- 
solution among others, on the fourth of Jxdy, 1803: 

'Resolved, That we hereby undividedly pledge ourselves one to another,' 
that we will not render si:;. port t, the presort Administration in carrying on 
this Abolition crusade against the South; that we will resist to the death all 
attempts to draft any of onr citizens into the army; and that we will permit no 
arbitrary arrests to bo made among us by the minions of the Administration." 

These resolutions are similar to those adopted by all the " Democratic " 
State and County Conventions in the loyal States. They opposed the war for 
the Union, and sympathized with the plans of the traitors, and also declared 
that the Government had neither right nor power to defend itself, as in the 
following resolution of the Peace Democracy at Cooper Institute, New- York, 
Juno 3, 1803 : 

" Resolved, That under the Constitution there is no power in the Federal 
Government to coerce the States, or any number of them, by military force. If 
the power of coercion exists at all, it is a legal power, and not military. That 
the Democratic party, if true to its own time-honored principles, can not sustain 
a war against sovereign States ; that we believe it to be the duty of the party to 
proclaim these sentiments boldly, that the people may feel that there is at least 
ono political organization which will deal honestly and independently and truth- 
fully with them." 

Not content with this, many of the orators denounced the soldiers as mur- 
derers, assassins, and invaders. Take, for instance, the words of one of its most 
active leaders, who was nominated Governor of Ohio, after he had used the fol- 
lowing infamous language, after he had introduced a scheme in Congress to 
divide the Union into four sections. [House of Representatives, February 0, 
1801.] Mr. Vallandigham said: 

" Then, sir, I am not a Southern man cither— ALTHOUGH IX THIS 
MOST UNHOLY AND UNCONSTITUTIONAL CRUSADE AGAINST 
the SOUTH, in the midst of THE INVASION, ARSON, INSURRECTION, 
AND MURDER TO WHICH SHE HAS BEEN SUBJECT, and with 
which she is still threatened— with the TORCH OF THE INCENDIARY 
AND THE DAGGER OF THE ASSASSIN SUSPENDED OVER HER— 
MY MOST CORDIAL SYMPATHIES ARE WHOLLY WITH HER." 

At the National Convention of the Democracy, held at Chicago, August 20, 
lSGi, while the army was engaged in its efforts to sustain the Government, and 
the rebel forces had been pushed back from the Rapidan, and were locked up in 
Richmond and Petersburg!], Mr, J. A. Mi-Masters, of New-York, said: 



" A man who is in favor of tins unnatural war insults the holy name of De- 
mocracy when he claims a place in its organization. He is a Judas, and should 
be east out as an enemy to humanity and to God. War and blood, and rapine 
and murder, is the legitimate business of the Lincoln minion. We wash our 
hands clear of all participation in it." 

At the same time and place, Mr. C. O. Burr, a New-Jersey Democrat, de- 
fined his position in these words : 

•' The South could not honorably lay down her arms, for she was fighting 
for her honor. Two millions of men had been sent down to the South, and the 
army of Lincoln could not again be filled, neither by enlistments nor conscrip 
tion. If he ever uttered a prayer, it was that not one of Hie States of the Union 
should be conquered and subjugated. .... We were told that we would 
conquer the rebellious States. They could not le conquered, and he prayed Goa 
that they never might be." 

Such is the record of the Democratic party up to the last day of the war. 
The same men are now managing the same party, although they have nominated 
candidates from the army, and from the Union party, in order to secure Un- 
votes of returned soldiers. It is only a masked battery, and no soldier should 
bo deceived by it. The sentiments of the army in regard to this party, uttered 
while they were "at the front," show the spirit that should animate the soldiei 
now. 

General John A. Logan, of Illinois, a Democrat of the strictest sect, when 
he heard of the action of the Illinois Legislature, wrote : 

" Tell them up North, for me, that we can whip the rebels, and arc going 
to do it ; and when we are done, we are to return homo. AVhen wo get there, 
we shall }-et be strong enough to summarily punish any secession sympathizers 
or peace-preachers that we may be able to find in our way." 

General Milroy (Democrat) and his staff wrote to Indianapolis : 

"Any man or set of men, who, in times like these, when our Government 
is engaged in a deadly struggle for its existence— a struggle which involves not 
only the fate of free government in our own country, but for all the world- 
would attempt to disgrace and prostitute the name of Democrat by organizing $ 
party under that name to oppose the Government and divide and distract tin 
people of the loyal States, are traitors much meaner than those in arms win 
boldly and. directly seek the destruction of the Government; for these pretention 
Democrats sneakingly and indirectly seek the same end, by exciting prejudice 
against the Government and division among the people." 

An officer in General Rosecrans's army said : 

" Woe betide the secession sympathizers and would-be peace-makers, when 
the army get through with their present work on hand. The sufferings, depri 
vations, and hardships of soldier-life are not so easily endured, and the cause wo 
arc fighting for is too dear to be broken down by the cowards and stay-at-home? 
who brought on the war, and now place every impediment in the way of having 
accomplished what must be the inevitable result — the subjugation of the rebel- 
lion. Curses loud and deep go out every day from men and officers, and they 
are not to be lightly thought of." 

The One Hundred and Thirteenth Illinois, at Fort Pickering, Memphis, 

said : l 

"We here solemnly resolve that we will hold that man 

us a traitor, and an eternal enemy to us, to our children, and to our country, who 
shall propose, or has proposed, any settlement by which the rebellion shall be 
screened from just punishment, and the country and her defenders cheated of the 
fruits of past victories and present triumph. Our labors, blood, and treasures 
shall not be spent in vain." 

In an address from "The Soldiers of Indiana to the Citizens of Indiana," 
they uttered the following pledge: 

" We expect to come home some day. Wo will cither come triumphantly 
rejoicing over the accomplishment of the object for which we have already en- 
dured so much, or we will come humiliated and disheartened at our defeat, and 
the consequent desolation of our country and our homes. IN EITHER EVENT 
WE AVILL REMEMBER AND HONOR THOSE WnO HAVE AIDED 
AND ENCOURAGED US BY THEIR INFLUENCE AT HOME, AND 
WILL VISIT THOSE WHO HAVE SOUGHT TO DEFEAT US WITH 
A RETRIBUTION PROPORTIONATE TO THE EXTENT OF THE 
EVIL THEY HAVE BROUGHT UPON US AND OUR COUNTRY." 

The time has come for the brave men of the Army and Navy to stand by 
the men who have stood by them. Let the ballot-box show that the soldiers can 
vote fur those who voted for them, and that the party who refused to let soldier? 
in the army vote are not worthy of their ballots now.

His Excellency Andrew Johnson, President of the United States : 
Sir : 

I take the liberty of addressing you privately on the subject of the conversation we had this morning, feeling, as I do, the great tfanger to the 
welfare of the country should you carry out the designs then expressed. 

First. On the subject of the displacement of the Secretary of War. His removal cannot be effected against his will, without the consent of 
the Senate. It is but a short time since the United States Senate was in session, and why not then have asked for his removal, if it was desired .' 
It certainly was the intention of the legislative branch of the Government to place Cabinet ministers beyond the power of Executive removal, and 
it is pretty well understood that, so far as Cabinet ministers are affected by the tenure of office bill, it was intended especially to protect the 
Secretary of War, in whom the country felt great confidence. The meaning of this law may be explained away by an astute lawyer, but common 
sense and the views of loyal people will give to it the effect intended by its trainers. 

Second. On the subject of the removal of the very able commander of the Fifth Military District, let me ask you to consider the effect it would 
have upon the public. He is universally and deservedly beloved by the people who sustained this Government through its trials, and feared by 
those who would still be the enemies of the Government. It fell to the lot of but few men to do as much against an armed enemy as General 
Sheridan did during the rebellion, and it is within the scope of the ability of but few in this, or any other country, to do what he has. 

His civil administration has given equal satisfaction. He has had difficulties to contend with which no other district commander has encoun- 
tered. Almost, if not quite, from the day he was appointed district commander to the present time, the press has given out that he was to be 
removed, and that the Administration was dissatisfied with him. This has emboldened the opponents to the laws of Congress within his com- 
mand to oppose him in every way in their power, and has rendered necessary measures which otherwise may never have been necessary. 

In conclusion, allow me to say as a friend desiring peace and quiet, the welfare of the whole country, North and South, that it is. in my 
opinion, more than the loyal people of the country — I mean those who supported the Government during the great rebellion — will quietly submit 
to ; to see the very man of all others who they have expressed e mlidence in removed. 1 would not have taken the liberty of addressing the Exec- 
utive of the United States thus but for the conversation on the subject alluded to in this letter, and from a sense of duty, and from feeling that I 
am right iu this matter.

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1st. The Quartermaster General is authorized to impress army supplies, labor and transportation 
(except that belonging to rail road companies and government contractors), when he shall think it neces- 
sary to the public service. 

2d. This power may be conferred by the Quartermaster General upon purchasing officers and agents 
of his department; which officers may in turn confer similar powers upon such subordinates as the Quar- 
termaster General shall approve. 

3d. All army supplies, labor and transportation impressed, will be paid for at reasonable prices, 
not exceeding in any case, rates ordered from time to time by the Secretary of War, and communicated to 
the Quartermaster General : and officers and agents are specially instructed to give to the owners thereof 
receipts, stating distinctly the description, quality, quantity and price of the army supplies, or the kind, 
rate of hire and time employed of the labor and transportation impressed ; and designating the officer by 
whom payment for the same will be made, who, in case he has no funds on hand, shall give a certificate, 
which will enable the party to obtain payment from the nearest disbursing officer of the department of 
the Quartermaster General. 

4th. It shall be the duty of the officer or agent impressing as aforesaid, to leave to each person, 
whose property is impressed, a sufficiency of supplies for the use of his family and plantation, and in 
impressing, to take, in preference, army supplies owned by speculators. 

5th. The officer or agent impressing shall in all cases exhibit his written authority to impress, to the 
party or parties interested, or to his or their agent ; and no impressment shall be made (unless authorized 
by the Secretary of War, or under necessity, ordered by generals commanding armies in the field), except 
by officers and agents authorized as above, and by them only in conformity to orders ; and any one acting 
without or beyond authority in the above, will be held strictly responsible. 

6th. The Quartermaster General shall see that a minute and accurate return of all such impressments 
as come within the range of his department, be made to his office monthly, and a record thereof be kept.

Deah Sib, — I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 22i inst. Since I receiv- 
ed it the Democratic Convention has met in Salem, 
and nominated Hon. William D. Northend as the 
candidate of the party for Congress in this District. 
His opponent, as we all know, is Major General B. F. 
Butler. He was nominated by a Republican Conven- 
tion. I am of that party, and have been ever since 
it had a being, and I have always stood by and ad- 
hered to its principles and its candidates. I stand by 
its principles today, but I cannot and shall not vote 
for General Butler, In the first place I cannot vote 
for him without violating a law of Massachusetts, 
which declares that a candidate shall be a resident of 
the District. General Butler lives in Middlesex, and 
not in Essex County, therefore he is not "before the 
law" eligible to the office of Representative of our 
District in Congress. 

In the second place, I cannot vote for him because 
he is pledged to impeach the President, as soon as he 
shall take his seat in Congress. There can be no 
doubt of the pledge. He has drawn the indictment, 
and promulgated it in his western speeches, and Dr. 
Loring in the Salem Convention, which nominated 
General Butler, stated distinctly that "the man who 
is put in nomination today, (General Bntler) is pledg- 
ed to impeach the President before the people of the 
great, northwest, and I (Dr. Loring) tell you gentle- 
men that he will never leave that impeachment, until 
Andrew Johnson is called to answer at the bar of the 
American people. Ton will understand me (Dr. Lor- 
ing) when I say that today you have assumed an im- 
mense responsibility, and it devolves upon you, to 
stand by your leader in the great crisis of this 
country, to stand by him in the business which it 
almost seems God has given him to do." 

I have no doubt Dr. Loring spoke by authority, 
and I therefore take his statement as he has made it, 
and will answer that I for one do not intend to as- 
sume any part of the responsibility of the Presiden- 
tial impeachment, by voting for General Butler, nor 
do I think that a just God ever intended to call upon 
him to assume the work, else he would have devised 
a way by which the General could have been nomi- 
nated in the Lowell District, and not have imposed 
upon the people of Essex, the crime of breaking a 
statute law, in order that the impeachment should be 
made. 

A great deal could be said, and ought to be said on 
this subject. I regard an impeachment of the Presi- 
dent as the most solemn act Congress can perform, 
and should be accepted only as the last resort to save 
the nation from impending ruin. I know of nothing / 
that President Johnson has done or said that brings 
him within the limits of impeachment, and impeach 
ment of him means nothing but anarehy and civil 
war here at home. I understand that Gen. Butler's 
programme is, as soon as the impeachment is made 
by the House, and before trial by the Senate, the 
President is to be deposed and his pi ice filled by an- 
other, probably by General Butler himself, and this 
of course brings collision. 

The President will, decline to be deposed in that 
way, and he will call upon the Army and Navy to 
support him. Congress will call upon the same to 
support it. Here comes a clash. The President will 
call upon the Militia to support the Executive. Con- 
gress will call upon the Militia to support Congress. 
The issue is made, partizan heat becomes every mo- 
ment more intense, the people divide politically, the 
Militia hesitate, the army hesitates which authority 
to acknowledge, this breeds dissension, a fight takes 
place, blood is shed. Who can see the end of it? 
who can count the cost? and yet it is to produce this 
condition of affairs that we are to send Gen. Butler 
to Congress. 1 beg to be excused. 

I stand upon the platform of the Republican party, 
the party which carried with safety and honor the 
nation through the war. That party has never in 
any one State, much less Massachusetts, adopted the 
platform of Gen. Butler, as promulgated by Dr. Lor- 
ing. I therefore hold that no Republican, who re- 
gards principles superior to men, is bound by this 
nomination. - 

Again, if President Johnson has already done an 
impeachable offence, the proper Grand Inquest is the 
present (39th) Congress, which meets in a few wteks. 
General Butler is a candidate for the 40th Congress, 
which does not meet until a year from next Decem- 
ber. To elect a man now to impeach the President 
a year or more hence, detracts somewhat from the 
assertion of Dr. Loring, that the election of General 



Bntler is required of God. It also presupposes that 
the present House of Representatives will not faith- 
fully do its full duty. An insult wholly undeserved 
to the present Congress. It is a direct personal indig- 
nity to Mr. Alley, our present Representative, and a 
reflection upon the entire delegaiion. 

Again: to elect a member of Congress for the spec- 
ial purpoje of impeaching the President, would be as 
wrong as for the Selectmen of any of our towns to 
draw men for jury purposes with an especial aim 
that they would convict certain suspected men. It is 
assuming guilt before trial, and I hold that if Henry 
Wilson and Charles Sumner lived in this district they 
could not vote for Gen. Butler upon his platform, for 
they would thereby prejudge the guilt of the Presi- 
dent, and thus render themselves unfit to sit as 
judges in the Senate at the trial of the impeach- 
ment. 

Should Andrew Johnson, or any successor of his 
ever commit acts which would make impeachment a 
necessity, I have faith that Congress would meet the 
exigency in proper form, and in a right spirit. But 
save me from being a parly to sending, a year in ad- 
vance, a Representative pledged to impeachment, and, 
who labors under the delusion that he is the appoint- 
ed of God to act that part. 

I am also opposed to the election of General Butler, 
because I have a most devoted regard for General 
Grant. I believe in him. I hope and believe that he 
will be the candidate of all true patriotic men for the 
Presidency two years hence. He is our best and 
bravest, and should have our highest place. It is 
said and believed he has no more bitter enemy than 
General Butler; and it is also believed that one of 
the reasons, next to the impeachment, which General 
Butler has to get into Congress, is to head off Gener- 
al Grant and "uncork the bottle" in which General 
Grant's reports placed him for the part he acted at 
iJermuda Hundred, and his failure to act at Fort 
Fisher. 

I have let my hand wander over the paper until I 
have made quite a long letter. My excuse is that I 
have thought much of these matters. My daily 
labors for the past five years have thrown me outside 
of mere partisan politics. I have been engaged in 
raising Regiments and Armies, and under the 
be ieficent laws of the Commonwealth have 
had much to do with the State Aid to the 
families of our brave men, I won't say "Boys in 
Blue," which is the cant phrase now use! to desig- 
nate the patriotic army of the Union, as though they 
were a mere parade of "Wide-a-Wakos" in high party 
times. The first martyrs of the war were "Men in 
Grey," from Lowell, in the 6th Reg. M. V. M. One 
of the best companies from Essex county, in the "Old 
Eighth" were "Men in Rjd." But I will not press 
this point further; only I protest against the nick- 
name. For bur soldiers living and dead in the great 
war, are entitled to be spoken of with an honest re- 
spect. 

I have occasion every day to mingle with our war 
worn and disabled men, and with the widows and 
orphans who go to the State House to askquastiona 
about their rights under State and Federal laws. I 
have given them the best information I could. I have 
heard from none of them a desire to raise a new war 
on a mere personal or political issue. None of them 
have ever expressed a belief that General Butler 
was what Dr. Loring savs he is. a chosen man of 
God to impeach the Presidant. There is ^a quiet 
majesty in our men, and in the widows and the fa- 
therless of those who have fallen. They receive the 
small favor of kind words and the stipend of the 
law, with a modest thankiuluess becoming those who 
have given their all to the cause; and whenever an 
opinion has been expressed, it has been of thanks- 
giving to liod that the war is over, and the nation 
Baved, and that in the great future we shall have 
peace, and the peace shall be that which was wod by 
our soldiers, and not by politicians, and that, in the 
words of Abraham Lincoln, "the dead have not died 
in vain." 

I write this in my quiet home by the "big sea," at 
Lynn, after a severe aaiiy toil, with the moon smiling 
iu its lull beauty, the key-stone of nature s arch, wLh 
Egg Rock's red light near by, and the white light of 
Minot's L8dge in the distant perspective, and in the 
hope that our public men will view the present crisis 
of our country with minds as pure and steady as the 
moon moves in its majestic course, and with hearts 
true to liberty and the laws of God, as the waves that 
beat upon our shore.

Soon can the last death blow be dealt to this abhorred rebellion, if the loyal people 
ot the North will energetically follow up the they have so nobly begun. Our Government, our Constitution the suc- 
cesses of the past, the greatness of our country, even our very homes, are at stake in this struggle; the brave men who 
have volunteered, fought and suffered, have a right to expect the aid for which the President calls. I am confident that 
the appeal will not be in vam ; but speedy and energetic action on the part of the people— the whole loyal people— is 
required. J r r 

People of Wisconsin! your spontaneous sacrifices for the maintenance of the Union have been great; but I 
feel that, to ensure a speedy termination of the war, and to protect us against foreign interference, you will voluntarily 
and unhesitatingly make still greater sacrifices. You will not leave your brave brothers without the assistance thev 
call tor. 1 

By recent orders of the War Department, every new volunteer will receive an amount of money sufficient to supply 
the immediate wantB of those whom he may leave behind dependent upon him. 

I. 

Soldiers are wanted to fill the Regiments already in the field, 

1st. For every accepted volunteer to join a regiment in the field a premium of three dollars will be paid. 

2d. Every such volunteer will receive upon bis enlistment, and before he leaves the State, twenty-five dollars a 
part of the $100 bounty. ' 

3d. Every such volunteer, upon joining his regiment, will receive further, one month's pay ($13) in advance. 

4th. Every such volunteer having a family dependent upon him for their support, will receive from the State 
five dollars per month. 

Recruiting officers will be detailed from the several regiments now in the field. In the absence of such recruiting 
officers, volunteers for any of these regiments may report in person at the office of the Adjutant General at Madison, or 
they may apply in writing to the Adjutant General, stating the .regiment they wish to join, and enclosing a certificate 
of a resident physician that upon examination they are found fit for service, whereupon transportation to Madison, and 
from thence to their regiments, will be furnished to them. 

II. .; ■ 

Under the call of the President new Regiments will be organized to the number of Five in our State. 

1st. For every accepted volunteer for a new regiment, a premium of two dollars will be paid. 

2d. ' Every such volunteer will receive, upon the mustering of his company into the service of the United States, 
before he leaves the State, the sum of thirteen dollars (being one month's pay in advance}, and the further sum of 
twenty-five dolkirs (being one fourth of the $100 bounty) in advance, making together the sum of $38. 

The foregoing applies to the Twentieth regiment, now in process of organization ; and every volunteer join- 
ing that or any previously organized regiment, having a family dependent upon him for their support, will receive $5 
per month from the State. 

The organization of the five new regiments will be speedily commenced. 

In the meantime let every brave and patriotic man in Wisconsin, who is willing voluntarily to come to our coun- 
try's aid, at once offer himself and join any of the regiments now in the field, or the 20th, now being organized. Let 
every man whom circumstances prevent from going himself to the battle field, aid and assist in recruiting. The Gov- 
ernment wishes a vigorous prosecution and a speedy termination of the war. To do this it must have a larger army 
than it has at present, and must have it soon. Arouse then, fellow citizens, make it your business, one and all, to res- 
pond to this call vigorously and without delay, to show to the world that Wisconsin's famed loyalty is not on the wane ! 

All enlistments will be for three years or during the war. 

J8^* Many soldiers belonging to regiments in the field, who have been furloughed on account of sickness or 
wounds, have recovered so as to be fit for duty, but still linger in the State. I call upon all such to report at once to 
the Adjutant General's office, under penalty, by recent orders, of being treated as deserters. And I further call upon 
all loyal citizens, why may know of such soldiers in their localities, to report them at once to the office of the Adjutant

Bgk, I here Cill the attention of the several Town Assessors in this State to sections 6 and 11 of chap. 31 of the 
Revised Statutes, and chapter 362 of the Laws of 1860, making it the duty of the Assessors to make out and return a 
" militia list" of all free able-bodied, male persons between the ages of eighteen and forty-fivo in their respective towns 
between the first Monday of July and the first Monday of September of the present year, and providing for a pen- 
alty of between $50 and $100 for neglect of duty. , Assessors will be expected to perform their duties strictly under 
these provisions of law.

SHERMAN'S ADDRESS TO HIS ARMY.

Special Field Orders, ) 
No. 76. | 

The General Commanding announces to the Armies of tbo Tennessee and Georgia 
that the time has come for us to part. Our work is done, and armed enemies no 
longer defy us Some of you will go to your homes, and others will be retained in 
service until further orders. And now that we are about to separate to mingle with 
the civil world, it becomes a pleasing duty to recall to mind the situation of national 
affairs when, but little more than a year ago, we were gathered about the tower 
ing Will'- of Lookout Mountain, and all the future was wrapt in doubt and uncer- 
tainty. Then armies had como together from distant fields with separate histories, yet 
bound by one common cause — the Union of our country and the perpetuation of the 
Government of our inheritance. There is no need to recall to your memories Tunnell 
Hill, with Rocky Face Mountain and Buzzard Roost Gap, with the ugly forts of Dalton 
behind. We were in earnest, and paused not for danger and difficulty, but dashed 
through Snake Creek Gap and fell on Resacca, then on the Etowah to Dallas, Kenesaw, 
and the heats of summer found us on the banks of the Chattahoochee, far from home 
and dependant upon a single road for supplies. 

Again we were not to be held back by any obstacles, and crossed over and fought 
four hard battles for the possession of the citadel of Atlanta. That was the crisis of 
our history. A doubt still clouded our luture, but we solved the problem, and destroyed 
Atlanta, struck boldly across the State of Georgia, severed all the main arteries of life 
to our enemy, and Christmas found us at Savannah. Waiting there only long enough 
to fill our wagons, we again began a march which for peril, labor, and results will com- 
pare with any ever made by an organized army. 

The floods of the Savannah, the swamps of Combahce and Edisto, the high hills 
and rochB of the Santee, the flat quagmires of the Pedee and Cape Fear Rivers, were 
all passed in midwinter, with its floods and rains, in the face of an accumulating 
enemy, and after the battles of Aversboro* and Bentonville, we once more came out of 
the wilderness to meet our friends at Goldsboro'. Even there we paused only long 
enough to get now clothing, to reload our wagons, and again pushed on to Raleigh, 
and teyond, until we met our enemy, sueing for peace instead of war, and offering to 
submit to the injured laws of his and our country. 

As long as that enemy were defiant, no mountains, nor*river?, nor swamps, nor 
hunger, nor cold had checked us; but when he who had fought us hard and persistently 
offered submission, your General thought it wrong to pursue bim further, and negotia- 
tions followed which rosulted, us you all know, in his surrender. 

! How far the operations of this Army have contributed to the final overthrow of 
the Confederacy, and the peace which now dawns on us, must be judged by others, nut 
by us ; but wo have a right to join in the universal joy that fills our land because the 
war is over, nud our Government stands vindicated before the world by the joint 
action of the Volunteer Armies of the United States. 

To such as remain in the military service, your General need only remind you 
that ?ucce?s in tbo past was due to hard work and discipline, and that the same work 
and discipline are equally important in the future. To such as go home he will only 
say that our favored country is so grand, so extensive, so diversified in climate, aoi". 
and productions, that every man may find a home and occupation suited to his taste, 
and none should yield to the natural impatience sure to result from our past life of 
excitement and adventure; you will be invited to seek new adventures abroad, do not 
yield to the temptation, for it would lead only to death and disappointment. 

Your General now bids you all Farewell, with the full belief that as in war yot 
have been good soldiers,' so in peace you will be good citizens; and if, unfortunately, 
new war should arise in our country, "Sherman's Army" will be the first to buckle on 
its old armor and come forth to detend and maintain the government of our inherit- 
ance and choice.

The Oity of New-Orleans and its environs, with all its interior^ and 
having been surrendered to the combined naval and land forces of the United States, and havu 
evacuated by the rebel forces in whose possession they lately were, and being now m oceupatioi 
forces of the United States, who have come to restore order, maintain public tranquillity, entorc 
and quiet under the Laws and Constitution of the United States, the Major-General connnanmn 
forces of the United States in the Department of the Gulf, hereby makes known and proclaims me o 
jeet and purposes of the Government of the United States in thus taking possession of the Uty 01 \ , 
Orleans and the Stare of Louisiana, and the rules and regulations by which the laws of the unite 
States will be for the present and during a state of war enforced and maintained, tor the plain gmuai , 
of all good citizens of the United States, as well as others who may heretofore nay^l.een in reoem. 
against their authority. , . ,. 

Thrice 'before has the City of New Orleans, been rescued from the hand of a torei n 
government, and still more calamitous domestic insurrection, by the money and arms ot the uniit 
States. It has of late been under the military control of the rebel forces, claiming to be the pecuiiai 
friends of its citizens, and at each time, in the judgment of the commander of the military forces Hom- 
ing it, it has been found necessary to preserve order and maintain quiet by the administration ot law 
Martial. Even during the interim from its evacuation by the rebel soldiers and its actual possession m 
the soldiers of the United States, the civil authorities of the city have found it necessary to call tor the in- 
tervention of an armed body known as the "European Legion," to preserve public tranquillity, ihe com- 
manding General, therefore, will cause the City to be governed until the restoration ot Municipal 
Authority, and his further orders, by the Law Martial, a measure for which it would seem the previous 
recital furnishes sufficient precedents. . , 

All Persons in arms against the United States are required to surrender themselves, with 
their arms, equipments and munitions of war. The body known as the " European Legion," not being 
understood to be in arms against the United States, but organized to protect the lives and properH ot 
the citizens, are invited still to co-operate with the forces of the United States to that end, and, so acting, 
will not be included in the terms of this order, but will report to these Headquarters. 

All flags, ensigns and devices, tending to uphold any authority whatever, save the HagOt 
the United States and the lags of foreign Consulates, must not be exhibited, but suppressed, the 
American Ensign, the emblem of the United States, must be treated with the utmost deference and re- 
spect bv all persons, under pain of severe punishment. ' . . _ 

All persons well disposed towards the Government of the United States, who shall re- 
new then oath or allegiance, will receive the safeguard and protection, in their persons and property, ot 
the armies of the United States, the violation of which, by any person, is punishable with death 

All persons still holding allegiance to the Confederate States will be deemed rebels 
against the Government of the United' States, and regarded and treated as enemies thereof. 

'All foreigners not naturalized and claiming allegiance to their respective Governments, 
and not having made oath of allegiance to the supposed Government of the Cenfederate States, will be 
protected in their persons and property as heretofore under the laws of the United States. - 

All persons who may heretofore have given their adherence to the supposed Government 
of the Confederate States, or have been in their service, who shall lay down and deliver up their arms 
and return to peaceful occupations and preserve quiet and order, holding no further correspondence nor 
irivino- aid and comfort to the enemies of the United States, will not be disturbed either in person or prb- 
ptarty* except so far, under ihe orders of the Commanding General, fk the exigencies pi Uit puuue ser- 
vice' may render necessary. .•,/'« ^ T . , r , , ^ i 
The keepers of all public property, whether State, National or Confederate, such as col- 
lections of art libraries, museums, as well as all public buildings, all munitions of war, and armed ves- 
sels will at once make full returns thereof to these Headquarters; all manufacturers ot arms and muni- 
tions of war will report to these Headquarters their kind and place of business. 

All rights of property, of whatever kind, will be held inviolate, subject only to the laws 
of the United States. 

All inhabitants are enjoined to pursue their usual avocations; ail shops and places ot 
business are to be kept open in the accustomed manner, and sen-ices to be had in the churches and 
religious houses as in times of profound peace. 

Keepers of all public houses, coffeehouses and drinking saloons, are to report their names 
and numbers to the office of the Provost Marshal; will there receive license, and be held responsible for 
a! disorders and disturbance of the peace arising in then respective places. 

A sufficient force will be kept in the city to preserve order and maintain the laws. 
The killing of an American soldier by any disorderly person or mob, is simply assassina- 
tion and murder, and not war, and will be so regarded and punished. 

The owner of any house or building in or from which such murder shall be committed, 
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and the house will be liable to be destroyed by the military authority. 
All disorders and disturbances of the peace done by combinations and numbers, and 
crimes of an aggravated nature, interfering with forces or laws of the United States, will be referred to a 
military court for trial and punishment; other misdemeanors will be subject to the municipal authority, 
if it chooses to act. Civil causes between party and party will be referred to the ordinary tribunals. 
The levy and collection of all taxes, save those imposed by the laws of the United States, are suppressed, i 
except those for keeping in repair and lighting the streets, and for sanitary purposes. Those are to be 

collected in the usual manner. . 

The circulation of Confederate bonds, evidences of debt, except notes m the similitude of 
hink notes issued by the Confederate States, or scrip, or any trade in the same, is strictly fordidden. 
Tt havino- been represented to the Commanding General by the city authorities that these Confederate 
notes in the form of bank notes, are, in a great measure, the only substitute for money which the 
neoiile have been allowed to have, and that great distress would ensue among the poorer classes if the 
circulation of such notes were suppressed, such circulation will be permitted so long as any one may be 
inconsiderate enough to receive them, till further orders. - 

No publication, either by newspaper, pamplet or handbill, giving accounts of the move- 
ments of soldiers of the United States within this Department, reflecting in any way upon the. United 
oLes or us officers, or tending, in any uay to influence the pubUe min^ agamct the (kwr^ 0 f tb« 
TTnited States will be permitted; and all article of war news, or editorial comments, or correspondence, 
akinfi' comments upon the movements of the armies of the United States, or the rebels, must be sub- 
■tted°to the examination of an officer who will be detailed for that purpose from these Headquarters. 

The transmission of all communications by telegraph will be under the charge of an 
fieer from these Headquarters. 

The armies of the United States came here not to destroy but to make good, to restore 
rt .-W out of chaos, and the government of laws in place of the passions of men, to this end, therefore, 
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The municipal authority, so far as the police of the city and crimes are concerned, to tl 
ovtent before indicated, is hereby suspended. _ . '

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, by proclamations of the fifteenth and nineteenth of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one, the President of the United States, in virtue of the power vested in him 
by the Constitution and the Laws, declared that the laws of the United States were opposed, and 
the execution thereof obstructed, in the States of South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, 
Mississippi Louisiana, and Texas, by combinations too powerful to be suppressed by the ordinary 
course of judicial proceedings, or by the powers vested in the marshals by law; 

And whereas, by another proclamation, made on the sixteenth day of August in the same 
year, in pursuance of an act of Congress approved July thirteen, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-oni, the inhabitants of the States of Georgia, South Carolina, Virginia North Carolina 
Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, and Florida (except the inhabit nts 
of that part of the State of Virginia lying west of the Alleghany Mountains, and of such other 
parts of that State and the other States before named, as might maintain a loyal adhesion to the 
Union and the Constitution, or might be from time to time occupied and controlled by forces ot 
the United States engaged in the dispersion of insurgents) were declared to be in a state ot 
insurrection against the United States; . 

And whereas, by another proclamation, of the first day of July, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-two, issued in pursuance of an act of Congress approved June seven in the same year 
the insurrection was declared to be still existing in the States atoresaia, with the exception of 
certain specified counties in the State of Virginia; . 

And whereas, bv another proclamation, made on the second day of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-three, in pursuance of the act of Congress of July thirteen, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one, the exceptions named in the proclamation of August sixteen, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, were revoked, and the inhabitants of the State* . of Georgia South 
Carolina. North Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, JJlonda, 
and Virginia (except the forty-eight counties of Virginia designated as West Virginia, and the 
ports of New Orleans, Key West, Port Royal, and Beaufort, in North Carolina) were declared to 
be still in a state of insurrection against the United States; 

And whereas the House of Representatives, on the twenty-second day of July, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, adopted a resolution in the words following, namely : 

"Resolved by the Rouse of Representatives of the Congress of the United biatcs, lhat the present 
deplorable civil war has been forced upon the country by the disunionists of the Southern States, 
now in revolt against the Constitutional Government, and in arms around the capital; that m this 
national emergency, Congress, banishing all feelings of more passion or resentment, will recollect 
only its duty to the whole country; that this war is not waged upon our part in any spirit ot 
oppression nor for any purpose of conquest or subjugation, nor purpose of overthrowing or 
interfering with the rights or established institutions of those States, but to defend and maintain 
the supremacy of the Constitution, and to preserve the Union with all the dignity, equality and 
rights of the several States unimpaired; and that as soon as these objects are accomplished the

And whereas the Senate of the United States, on the twenty-fifth day of July, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-one, adopted a resolution in the words following, to wit: 

"Resolved, That the present deplorable civil war has been forced upon the country by the 
disunionists of the Southern States, now in revolt against the Constitutional Government, and m 
arms around the capital; that in this national emergency, Congress, banishing all feeling of mere 
passion or resentment, will recollect onlv its duty to the whole country; that this war is not 
prosecuted upon our part in any spirit of oppression nor for any purpose of conquest or 
subjugation, nor purpose of overthrowing or interfering with the rights or established institutions 
of those States, but to defend and maintain the supremacy of the Constitution and all laws made 
in pursuance thereof, and to preserve the Union with all the dignity, equality, and rights ot the 
several States unimpaired; that as soon as these objects are accomplished the war ought to cease. 

And whereas these resolutions, though not joint or concurrent in form, are substantially 
identical, and as such may be regarded as having expressed the sense of Congress upon the 
subject to which they relate; . 

And whereas, by my proclamation of the thirteenth day of June last, the insurrection m the 
State of Tennessee was declared to have been suppressed, the authority of the United States 
therein to be undisputed, and such United States officers as had been duly commissioned to be in 
the undisturbed exercise of their official functions; 
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And whereas there now exists no organized armed jcsistance of misguided citizens or others 
to the authority of the United States in the States of Georgia, South Carolina, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana, Arkansas, Mississippi, and Florida, and the laws can be 
sustained and enforced therein by the proper civil authority, State or Federal, and the people of 
said States are well and loyally disposed, and have conformed or will conform in their legislation 
to the condition of affairs growing out of the amendment to the Constitution of the United States, 
prohibiting slavery within the limits and jurisdiction of the United States; 

And whereas, in view of the before-recited premises, it is the manifest determination of the 
American people that no State, of its own will, has the right or the power to go out of, or separate 
itself from, or be separated from the American Union, and that therefore each State ought to 
remain and constitute an integral part of the United States; 

And whereas the people of the several before-mentioned States have, in the manner aforesaid^ 
given satisfactory evidence that they acquiesce in this sovereign and important resolution of 
national unity; 

And whereas it is believed to bo a fundamental principle of government that people who have 
revolted, and who have been overcome and subdued, must either be dealt with so as to induce 
them voluntarily to become friends, or else they must be held by absolute military power, or 
devastated, so as to prevent them from ever again doing harm as enemies,- which last-named policy 
is abhorrent to humanity and to freedom; 

And whereas the Constitution of the United States provides for constituent communities only 
as States, and not as Territories, dependencies, provinces, or protectorates; 

And whereas such constituent States must necessarily be, and by the Constitution and laws of 
the United States are made equals, and placed upon a like footing as to political rights, immunities, 
dignity, and power with the several States with which they are united; 

b And whereas the observance of political equality as a principle of right and justice is well 
calculated to encourage the people of the aforesaid States to be and become more and more constant 
and persevering in their renewed allegiance; 

And whereas standing armies, military occupation, martial law, military tribunals, and the 
suspension of the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus are, in time of peace, dangerous to public 
liberty, incompatible with the individual rights of the citizen, contrary to the genius and spirit of 
our free institutions, aud exhaustive of the national resources, and ought not, therefore, to be 
sanctioned or allowed, except in cases of actual necessity, for repelling invasion or suppressing 
insurrection or rebellion; 

And whereas the policy ot the Government of the United States, from the beginning of the 
insurrection to its overthrow and final suppression, has been in conformity with the principles 
herein set forth and enumerated: 

Now, therefore, I, Andrew Johnson, President of the United States, do hereby proclaim and 
declare that, the insurrection which heretofore existed in the States of Georgia, South Carolina, 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana, Arkansas, Mississippi, and Florida is at 
end, and is henceforth to be so regarded. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the United States 
to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this second day of April, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-six, and of the Independence of the United States of America 
[seal. J tfie ninetieth.

Soldiers of the Third Cavalry Division: 

With profound gratitude toward the God of battles, by whose blessings our 
enemies have been humbled and our arms rendered triumphant, your Com- 
manding General avails himself of this his first opportunity to express to you 
his admiration of the heroic manner in which you have passed through the 
series of battles which to-day resulted in the surrender of the enemy's entire 
army. 

The record established by your indomitable courage is unparalleled in the 
annals of war. Your prowess has won for you even the respect and admiration 
of your enemies. During the past six months, although in most instances con- 
fronted by superior numbers, you have captured from the enemy, in open battle, 
one hundred and eleven pieces of field artillery, sixty-five battle-flags, and 
upwards of ten thousand prisoners of war, including seven general officers. 
Within the past ten days, and included in the above, you have captured forty- 
six pieces of field artillery and thirty-seven battle-flags. You have never lost 
a gun, never lost a color, and have never been defeated; and notwithstanding 
the numerous engagements in which you have borne a prominent parti 
including those memorable battles of the Shenandoah, you have captured every 
piece of artillery which the enemy has dared to open upon you. The near 
approach of peace renders it improbable that you will again be called upon to 
undergo the fatigues of the toilsome march or the exposure of the battle-field ; 
but should the assistance of keen blades, wielded by your sturdy arms, be 
required to hasten the coming of that glorious peace for which we have been so 
long contending, the General commanding is proudly confident that, in the 
future as in the past, every demand will meet with a hearty and willing 
response. 

Let us hope that our work is done, and that, blessed with the comforts of 
peace, we may be permitted to enjoy the pleasures of home and friends. For 
our comrades who have fallen, let us ever cherish a grateful remembrance. To 
the wounded, and to those who languish in Southern prisons, let our heart- 
felt sympathy be tendered. 

And now, speaking for myself alone, when the war is ended and the task of 
the historian begins — when those deeds of daring, which have rendered the 
name and fame of the Third Cavalry Division imperishable, are inscribed upon 
the bright pages of our country's history, I only ask that my name may be 
written as that of the Commander of the Third Cavalry Division.

A PROCLAMATION, 

BY JOHN W. ELLIS,

Whereas: By Proclamation of Abraham Lincoln, President 
of the United States, followed by a requisition of Simon Came- 
ron, Secretary of War, I am informed that the said Abraham 
Lincoln has made a call for 75,000 men to be employed for 
the invasion of the peaceful homes of the South, and for the 
violent subversion of the liberties of a free people, constituting 
a large part of the whole population of the late United States: 
And, whereas, this high-handed act of tyrannical outrage is not 
only in violation of all constitutional law, in utter disregard 
of every sentiment of humanity and Christian civilization, 
and conceived in a spirit of aggression unparalleled by any 
act of recorded history, but is a direct step towards the sub- 
jugation of the whole South, and the conversion of a free 
Republic, inherited from our fathers, into a military despo- 
tism, to be established by worse than foreign enemies on the 
ruins of our once glorious Constitution of Equal Rights. 

Now, therefore, I, Joux W. Ellis, Governor of the State 
of North-Carolina, for these extraordinary causes, do hereby 
issue this, my Proclamation, notifying and requesting the 
Senators and Members of the House of Commons of the 
General Assembly of North-Carolina, to meet in Special 
Session at the Capitol, in the City of Raleigh, on Wednesday 
the first day of May next. And I furthermore exhort all 
good citizens throughout the State to be mindful that their 
first allegiance is due to the Sovereignty which protects their 
homes and dearest interests, as their first service is due for 
the sacred defence of their hearths, and of the soil which 
holds the graves of our glorious dead. 

United action in defence of the sovereignty of North- 
Carolina, and of the rights of the South, becomes now the 
duty of all. 

Given under my hand, and attested by the Great Seal 
of the State. Done at the City of Raleigh, the 
17th day of April, A. D., 1861, and in the eighty- 
fifth year of our Independence,

" These provisions, we apprehend, comprise the minimum of what we must re- 
quire before we lay down our arms. That is to say, the North must yield all ; 
we nothing. The whole pretension of that country to prevent by force the separa- 
tion of the States must be abandoned, which will be equivalent "to an avowal that 
our eneniies%ere wrong from the first ; and, of course, as they waged a causeless 
and wicked war upon us, they ought, in strict justice, to be required, according to 
usage in such cases, to reimburse to us the whole of our expenses and losses in the 
course of that war."

Commissioned by the Governor, with the sanction 
of the Council, and confirmed by the Convention,, 
in the rank of Brigadier General of Volunteers, to 
date from the 21st April, 1861, and placed in Com- 
mand of all the military troops and defences on the 
Potomac border of the State, I proceeded in company 
with Brig. Gen. Buggies, my second in command, from 
Richmond ; he to take up his Headquarters at Freder- 
icksburg, whilst I should take position in front of Wash 
ington, and in connection with the Commanding Officer 
at Harper's Ferry, on my left, thus cover and defend 
our Potomac border against invasion from the North. 

After visiting Alexandria, and making the necessary 
observations and arrangements at that post, I proceeded 
to take up my Headquarters at this place, on Sunday 
morning, April 28th. 

The Governor's proclamation of the 3rd inst., declar- 
ing that "the sovereignty of the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia having been denied, her territorial rights assail- 
"ed, hor soil threatened with invasion by the authorities 
"of Washington, and every artifice employed which 
" could inflame the people of the Northern States to mis- 
" represent our purposes and wishes, it becomes the so- 
" leinn duty of every citizen of this State to prepare -for 
"the impending conflict, and authorizing the Coinmand- 
" ing General of the Military forces of the State to call 
" out, and cause to be mustered into the service of Vir- 
" ginia, from time to time, as the public exigeucies may 
"require, such additional number of Volunteers as he 
" may deem necessary," and the Commanding General, 
following-up the proclamation of the Governor, having 
ordered me to call out, and muster into the service of the 
State, Volunteer Companies from the " Counties of Alex- 
andria, Fairfax, Loudoun, Prince William, Fauquier, 
" Rappahannock, Culpeper, Madison, Greene. Orange, 
"Albemarle, Nelson, Amherst, Campbell, Bedford. 
" Roanoke, Botetourt and Craig. The troops from the 
" first five Counties to rendezvous at Leesburg and War- 
" ronton ; those from the live next named at Culpeper 
"Court House; those from Albemarle, Amherst and

The once 
peaceful Capital of the United States is now the great 
rallying point of the armed military power of the North ■ 
The Constitution of your Country, the sovereign rights 
of your State, truth, justice and liberty, are all ignored 
and outraged amidst the brutal and frenzied cry r of the 
North for force ! force ! 

At this moment hosts of armed men profane by their 
insolent presence, the city , the grave, and the memory of 
Washington, whilst an unbroken stream of thousands 
in arms, violate the soil of Maryland, and murder her 
citizens in their march, to reinforce and occupy the Cap- 
itol. 

And for what? The Capitol has never been threat- 
ened ; it is not now threatened ; it is beyond, and outside,

There are many well-meaning men in the party called " DEMOCRATS," who, through 
party spirit, have allowed themselves to seem to be committed in favor of the "Peace- 
and-Secession " Doctrine of the men whom they have permitted to become their "leaders." 
To such men we recommend a careful perusal of the following extract from a speech made 
by ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS, before a Convention of the people of Georgia, called 
to consider the propriety of Secession. He showed clearly that the South had no just 
cause of complaint, and predicted what would be the consequences of the terrible act. 
Mr. STEPHENS has since yielded to the spirit of party, against which he so long struggled, 
but his defection does not disprove his own arguments, the truth of which every day is 
demonstrating by the painful logic of fact. Mr. STEPHENS said : 



This step once taken could never be recalled ; and all the baleful and 
withering consequences that must follow (as they would see) will rest on the 
Convention for all coming time. When we and onr posterity shall see our 
lovely South desolated by the demon of war, which this act of yours will 
inevitably invite and call forth ; when our green fields of waving harvests 
shall be trodden down by the murderous soldiery and liery car of war sweep- 
ing over our land ; our teinples of justice laid in ashes; all the horrors and 
desolations of war upon us, who but this Convention will be held responsible 
for it? and who but him who shall have given his vote for this unwise and 
ill-timed measure, as I honestly think and believe, shall be held to strict 
account for this suicidal act by the present generation, and probably cursed 
and execrated by posterity for all coming time, for the wide and desolating 
ruin that will inevitably follow this act you now propose to perpetrate ? 

Pause, I entreat you, and consider for a moment what reasons you can 
give that will even satisfy yourself in calmer moments — what reasons you 
can give to your fellow-sufferers in the calamity that it will bring upon us. 
What reasons can you give to the nations of the earth to justify it? They 
will be the calm and deliberate judges in the case ; and to what cause or one 
overt act can you point or name on which to rest the plea of justification 1 
What right has the North assailed? What interest of the South has been 
invaded ? What justice has been denied ? and what claim founded in jnstice 
and right has been withheld? Can either of you to-day name one govern- 
mental act of wrong deliberately and purposely done by the Government of 
Washington of which the South has a right to complain? I challenge the 
answer. 

While, on the other hand, let me show the facts, (and believe me, gentle- 
men, I am not here the advocate of the North, but I am here the friend, the 
firm friend and lover of the South and her institutions, and for this reason I 
speak thus plainly and faithfully for yours, mine and every other man's 
interest, the words of truth and soberness,) of which I wish yon to judge, 
and I will only state facts which are clear and undeniable, and which now 
stand as records authentic in the history of our country. When we of the 
South demanded the slave trade, or the importation of Africans for the cul- 
tivation of our lands, did they not yield the right for twenty years? 

When we asked a three-fifths representation in Congress for our slaves, 
was it not granted ? When we asked and demanded the return of any fugi- 
tive from justice, or the recovery of those persons owing labor or allegiance, 
was it not incorporated in the Constitution, and again ratified and strength- 
ened in the Fugitive Slave Law of 1850 ? But do you reply, that in many 
instances they have violated this compact, and have not been faithful to their 
engagements? As individuals and local communities, they have done so ; 
bnt not by the sanction of Government, for that has always been true to 
Southern interests. Again, gentlemen, look at another fact. When we 
have asked that more territory should be added, that we might spread the 
institution of slavery, have they not yielded to our demands in giving ns 
Louisiana, Florida and Texas, out of which four States have been carved, 
and ample territory for four more to be added in due time, if you, by this 
unwise and impolitic act, do not destroy this hope, and, perhaps, by it lose 
t n aI) d have your last slave wrenched from you by stern military mle, as 
South America and Mexico were, or by the vindictive decree of a oniversal 
emancipation, which may reasonably be expected to follow. 

But again, gentlemen, what have we to gain by this proposed change of 
enr relation to the General Government? We have always had the control 
of it, and can yet, if we remain in it, and are united as we have been. We 



have had a majority of the Presidents chosen from the South, as well as the 
control and management of most of those chosen from the North. We have 
had sixty years ot Southern Presidents to their twenty-four, thus controlling 
the Executive Department. So of the Judges of the Supremo Court — we 
have had eighteen from the South, and but eleven from the North ; although 
nearly four-filths of the judicial business has arisen in the free States, yet a 
majority of the court have always been from the South. This we have 
required so as to guard against any interpretation of the Constitution unfa- 
vorable to us. In like manner we have been equally watchful to guard 
our interests in the legislative branch of Government. 

In choosing the presiding Presidents (pro ttm.) of the Senate, we have 
had twenty-four to their eleven. Speakers of the House we have had twenty- 
three, and they twelve. While the majority of the Representatives, from 
their greater population, have always been from the North, yet we have so 
generally secured the Speaker, because he, to a great extent, shapes and 
controls the legislation of the country. Nor have we had less control ir; 
every other department of the General Government. Attorney Generals we 
have had fourteen, while the North have had but five. Foreign ministers 
we have had eighty-six, and they but fifty-four. While three-fourths of the 
business which demands diplomatic agents abroad is clearly from the free 
States, from their greater commercial interests, yet we have had the principal 
embassies, so as to secure the world's markets for our cotton, tobacco and 
sugir, on the best possible terms. 

We have had a vast majority of the higher officers of both army and 
navy, while a large proportion of the soldiers and sailors were drawn from 
the North. Equally so of clerks, auditors and comptrollers filling the Execu- 
tive Department; the record shows for the last fifty years, that of three 
thousand thus employed, we have had more than two-thirds of the same, 
while we have but one-third of the white population of the Republic. Again, 
look at another item, and one, be assured, in which we have a great and vital 
interest: it is that of revenue, or means of supporting Government. From 
official documents we learn that a fraction over three-fonrths of the revenue 
collected for the support of Government has uniformly been raised from the 
North. Pause now while you can, gentlemen, and contemplate carefully and 
candidly these important items. ' 

Leaving out of view, for the present, the countless millions of dollars you 
must expend in war with the North ; with tens of thousands of your sons and 
brothers slain in battle, and offered up as sacrifices upon the altar of your 
ambition — and for wdiat, we ask again? Is it for the overthrow of the 
American Government, established by our common ancestry, cemented and 
built up by their sweat and blood, and founded on the broad principles of 
right, justice and humanity? And, as such, I must declare here, as I have 
often done before, and which has been repeated by the greatest and wisest 
statesmen and patriots in this and other lands, that it is the best and freest 
Government, the most equal in its rights, the most just in its decisions, the 
most lenient in its measures, and the most inspiring in its principles to 
elevate the race of men, that the sun of Heaven ever shone upon. 

Now, for yon to attempt to overthrow such a Government as this, under 
which we have lived for more than three-quarters of a century — in which we 
have gained our wealth, our standing as a nation, onr domestic safety while 
the elements of peril are around us, with poa.ee and tranquility, accompanied 
with unbounded prosperity and rights unassailed — is the height of madness, 
folly aud wickedness, to whieh I can neither lend my sauctu n nor my vote.

It would be unwise, i-vcn 
if it were possible, to conceal the gieat 
moral, as well as material, injury to our 
cause, that must result from the occupa- 
tion of Riohmocdby the enemy. It is 
equally unwise and unworthy of us, 
*s patriots c-ogyged in a most sacred 
OiiUb;, to alluw our energies tjo fuller, 
our spirits to grow faint, or our efforts 
to become related, under reverses how- 
ever calauiitoui. While it has been to 
us a source oi' national pride, that for 
four ynars'ot' unequalled wiirfare,wc Imvc 
been able, in close proximity lo the ceti- 
tre of the enemy's power io maintaiu 
the seat of our chosen Government free 
from the pollution of Ms presence ; 
while tin; memoriesof the heroic dea$, 
who have freely given their lives to its 
defence, must ever remain enshrined 
in our hearts; whilo the preservation 
of the capital, which is usually regard- 
ed as the evidence to mankind of sepa- 
rate national existence, was an object 
very dear to us, it is also true, and 
should not be forgotten, that the loss 
which we have Buffered is not without 
compensation.

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GOOD NEWS FROM THE ARMY. 
Letter from Gen. Grant. 




The following is an extract from a letter from Lieutenant General Grant to 
Hon E. B. Washburne, dated Headquarters, City Point, Va., Aug. 16, 1864 : 

"I state to all citizens who visit me that all we want now to insure an early 
restoiahon of the Union is determined unity . of sentiment in the North. The 
rebels have now in their rank, their last man. The little boys and old men are 
gnat ding ^the prisoners and railroad bridges, and forming a good part of their 
garrisons for entrenched positions. A man lost bv them cannot be replaced 
Ihey have robbed the cradle and the grave equally to get their present force. 

-Besides what they lose in frequent skirmishes and battles, they are now los- 
ing from desertions and other causes at least one regiment per day With this 
drain upon them, the end is not far distant if we are onl/ true to ourselves 
* Their only hope now is a divided North. This might give them reinforcement* 
from Tennessee, Kentucky, Maryland and Missouri, while it would weaken us. 

' With the draft quietly enforced, the enemy would become despondent and 
would make but little resistance. I have no doubt the enemy are very anxiou* 
to hold out until after the Presidential election. They have many hopes from 
its effects They hope for a counter revolution; they hope for the election of a 
peace candmate ; m fact like Micawber they hope for something to turn up

It would but be the beginning of war, with thousands of Northern men ioinin- the 
houth because of our disgrace in allowing separation. With peace on°any 
terms the bouth would demand the restoration of the slaves already freed, in- 
demnity for losses,— a treaty which would make the North a slave-hunter for the 
bouth, and pay for or restoration of every slave escaping to the North.

The 151st Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteers, although 
hut a nine -months' regiment, their term of service carried them 
into the great battle of Gettysburg, where they lost heavily, and 
in this action their I.ieutenant-Colonel ( McFarland ) lost one of 
his legs. The regiment was held in reserve until Gen. Butter- 
field, the Chief of Staff of the Army of the Potomac, ordered 
them into the front line of battle, when the great charge was 
made by Pickett. 

The 151st had present on the morning of July 1, 1863, at 
Gettysburg, 21 officers and 446 men. They were actively en- 
gaged with other regiments in Rowley's Brigade, Doubleday's 
Division, First Corns, from the early morning of July 1 to the 
afternoon of July 3. They were the only regiment of their bri- 
gade detailed to hold a position on the left of Hancock's line. 
The right of the 151st rested on the left of the 20th N. Y., and 
about 200 feet east of Stannard 's Vermont Brigade, which got 
in that daisy flank fire during the charge and repulse of the 
Johnnies. The position can be verified by the War Depart- 
ment maps of July 1 , 2 and 3, made by Gen. Humphreys, U. 
S. A. The loss of the regiment was: Officers killed, 2 : men, 
79; officers wounded, 9; men, 172 ; officers captured, 4 ; men, 
71 : total loss, officers 15 ; men, 322, being a greater loss than 
that sustained by any other regiment in the Army of the Po- 



tomac at Gettysburg, and they have justly had the- honor of 
placing their monument within a few yards of the place where 
the gallant Gen. Reynolds fell on Seminary Ridge. 

The brigade had present only 2.447. and lost 1,580 men, 
within 500 of the total loss of the First Corps. 500 more than 
the total loss of the Second Corps, and within 500 as many as 
the Third, Fifth. Sixth, Eleventh and Twelfth Cavalry and 
Artillery Corps combined. 

Four companies of the 151st were from Berks county, and 
a 5th from Berks and Schuylkill jointly. The following list 
of losses at the battle of Gettysburg, is a matter of interest and 
justice to Berks county soldiers. It should be stated that there 
were present in the battle, fit for duty, 466 non commissioned 
officers and privates and 21 commissioned officers. Of this 
number the regiment lost 296 non-commissioned officers and 
privates, or nearly 64 per cent., and 14 commissioned officers 
or 66? 3 per cent. And this loss occurred in less than one hour. 
This severe loss in so short a time is perhaps without parallel 
during the war. The occasion of it was when the regiment, 
which had been held in reserve until near the close of the first 
day's fight, was thrown forward to hold the enemy in check 
until the artillery and the troops on the right and centre of the 
first corps could be withdrawn.

AGAINST THE 

ORDINANCE OF SECESSION, 

Passed by the Louisiana Convention, on the 26th, January, 1861, presented to the Convention on that day, 
by James G. Taliaferro, the Delegate from the. Parish of Catahoula, who asked that it might be 
entered upon the journal of the Convention, which was refused. 



The delegate from the parish of Catahoula opposes unqualifiedly the seperate secession of Louisiana from the 
federal Union, and asks leave to place upon the records of the convention his reasons for that opposition. 
They aie as follow : 

I oppose the act of secession because, in my deliberate judgment, the wrongs alleged as the cause of 
the movement might be redressed under the constitution by an energetic execution of the laws of the United 
States, and that, standing upon the guarantees of the constitution, in the Union, southern rights might be 
triumphantly maintained under the protection and safeguards which the constitution affords. 

Because, in secession I see no remedy for the actual and present evils complained of, and because the 
prospective evils depicted so gloomily may never come ; and if they should, the inalienable right to resist 
tyranny and oppression might thon be exorcised as well and as successfully as now. 

Because I see no certainty that the seceding states will ever be confederated again ; none that the border 
states will secede at all ; and if they should, I see no reliable ground for believing that they would incorporate 
themselves with the gulf or cotton states in a new government. I see no surety either that Texas would 
unite with thorn. 

Because the gulf or cotton states alone, were they to unite in a separate confederacy, would be without 
the elements of power, indispensable in the formation of a government to take a respectable rank among the 
nations of the earth. 

Because I believe that peaceable secession is a right unknown to the constitution of the United States; 
that it is a most dangerous and mischievous principle in tha structure of any government, and when carried 
into the formation of the contemplated confederacy of the gulf states, will render it powerless for good, and 
complete its incapacity to afford to the people permanent security for their lives, liberties and property. 

Because it is my solemn and deliberate conviction that the distraction of the southern states by separate 
secession will defeat the purpose it is intended to accomplish, and that its certain results will be to impair 
instead of strengthen the security of southern institutions. 

Because the proper status of Louisiana is with the border states, with which nature has oonnected her by 
the majestic river which flows through her limits ; and because an alliance in a weak government with the gulf 
states east of her, is unnatural and antagonistic to her obvious interests and destiny. 

Because by separate secession the state relinquishes all its rights within the government; it surrenders 
its equal rights to the common territories, to the vast public domain of the United States and the public prop- 
erty of every kind belon ging to the nation. And for this reason I oppose secession as being emphatically 
submission. 

Because, secession may bring anarchy and war, as it will assuredly bring ruinous exactions upon prop- 
erty in the form of direct taxation, a withering blight upon the prosperity of the state, and a fatal prostration 
of all its great interests. 

Because, the act of dissolving the ties which connect Louisiana with the federal Union is a revolutionary 
act that this convention is, of itself, without logitmate power to perform. Convened without authority of the 
people of the state, and refusing to submit its action to them for their sanction in the grave and vital act of 
changing their government, this convention violates the great fundamental principle of American government, 
that the will of the people is supreme.

Richmond, January 5, 1863. 

Citizens of the non-slave-holding States of America, swayed by peaeeable motives, I have nsed all my inflnenee, often 
thereby endangermg my position as the President of the Southern Confederacy, to have the nnhappy conflict now existing 
between my people and yourselves, governed by those well established international rules, which heretofore have softened the 
aspenties which necessarily are the concomitants of a state of belligerency, but all my efforts in the premises have heretofore 
been unavailing. Now, therefore, I am compelled , nccesnlati ra to employ a measure, which most willingly I would have 
omitted to do regarding, as I always must, State Eights, as the yery organism of politically associated society. 

. For nearly two years my people have been defending their inherent rights-their political, social and religious rights 
against the speculators of New England and their allies in the States heretofore regarded as conservative. The people of the 



Southern Confederacy have-makmg sacrifices such as the modern world has never witnessed-patiently, b7t7eterm"inedl'y 
irests and the well paid, well fe'd and well clad mercenaries of the Abolitionists, and I need not say

that they have nobly vindicated the good nam. of American citizens. Heretofore, the wa 
men-peers, scions of the same stock ; but the programme has been changed, and your rulers despairing of a triumph by the 
employment of white men, have degraded you and themselves, by inviting the co-operation of the black race. Thus while 
they deprecate the intervention of white men-the French and the English-in behalf of the Southern Confederacy, they, 
these Abolitionists, do not hesitate to invoke the intervention of the African race i* favor of the North i 

The time has, therefore, come when a becoming respect for the good opinion of the civilized world impels me to set forth 
the following facts : — ■ 

First. Abraham Lincoln, the President of the Non-Slaveholding States, has issued his proclamation, declaring the slaves 
within the limits of the Southern Confederacy to be free. 

Second. Abraham Lincoln has declared that the slaves so emancipated may be nsed in the Army and Navy «now nnder 
his control by which he means to employ, against the Free People of the South, insurrectionary measures, the inevitable ten- 
dency of which will be to inaugurate a Servile War, and thereby prove destructive, in a great measure, to slave property. 

Now, therefore, a* a compensatory measure, I do hereby issue the following Address to the People of the Non-Slaveholding 

after February 22, 1863, all free negroes within the limits of the Southern Confederacy shall be placed on the slave 
be deemed to be chattels, they and their issue forever. 
All negroes who shall be taken in any of the States in which slavery does not now exist, in the progress of our arms, shall 
be adjudged, immediately after such capture, to occupy the slave status, and in all States which shall be vanquished by our 
arms, all free negroes shall, tpso facto, be reduced to the condition of helotism, so that'the respective normal conditions of the 
white and black races may be ultimately placed on a permanent basis, so as to prevent the public peace from being thereafter 
endangered. * 

Therefore, while I would not ignore the conservative policy of the Slave States, namely, that a Federal Government cannot 
without violating the fundamental principles of a Constitution, interfere with the internal policy of several States ■ since how- 
ever, Abraham Lincoln has seen fit to ignore the Constitution ho has solemnly sworn to support, it ought not to be considered 
polemically or politically improper in me to vindicate the position which has been, at an early day of this Southern republic 
assumed by the Confederacy, namely, that slavery is the corner-stone of a Western Republic. It is not necessary for me to 
elaborate this proposition. I may merely refer, in passing, to the prominent fact, that the South is emphatically a producing 
section of North America ; this is equally true of the West and Northwest, the people of which have been mainlv dependent 
on the South for the consumption of their products. The other States, in which slavery does not exist, have occupied a middle 
position, as to the South, West and Northwest. The. States of New England, from which all complicated difficulties have 
arisen, owe their greatness and power to the free suffrages of all other sections of North America ; and yet, as is now evident, 
they have, from the adoption of the Federal Constitution, waged a persistent warfare against the interests of all the. other 
States of the old Union. The great centre of their opposition has been Slavery, while the annual statistics of their respective 
State Governments abundantly prove that they entertain within all their boundaries fewer negroes than any single State which 
does not tolerate slavery. 

In view of these facts, and conscientiously believing that the proper condition of th'e negro is slavery, or a complete sub- 
jection to the white man,— and entertaining the belief that the day is not distant when the old Union will be restored with 
slavery nationally declared to be the proper condition of all of African descent,— and in view of the future harmony and pro- 
gress of all the States of America, I have been induced to issue this address, so that there may be no misunderstanding in the 
Mure. JEFFERSON DAVIS. 
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A PROCLAMATION. 

WhereaB the President of the United States, on the 8th Jay of December, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and sixty-three, and on the 24th day of March A. D. 
ghteen hundred and sixty-four, did, with the object to suppress the existing 
hellion, and to restore the authority of the United States, issue proclamations 
"oring amnesty to certain persons who had directly or by implication partici- 
iated in the said rebellion ; and whereas moie than one year has elapEed since said 
proclamations were issued, and in that time many persons have failed and 
refused to take the benefits offered thereby; and whereas many personB who 
have complied with the terms and taken the oath in said proclamations pre- 
scribed, committed acts of hostility against the government of the United 
States after the said offer of amnesty and notice thereof, and as to all such a 
doubt exists whether the said proclamation affords the legal protection intended 
to be given ; and whereas many persons have continued their hostility to the 
government till a recent date, notwithstanding the proffered pardon, who are 
now willing to accept the amnesty of the government ; 

To the end, therefore, that doubts maybe removed, that the authority of the 
government of the United States may be restored, and that peaBe, order, and 
freedom may be established, I, Andrew Johnson, President of the United 
States, do proclaim and declare that I hereby grant and assure to all perBons of 
color who have, directly or by implication, participated in the existing rebel- 
lion, a free pardon; and that I hereby grant and assure to all white per- 
sons who have, directly or indirectly, participated in the existing ^rebellion, 
except as hereinafter excepted, a full pardon, but upon the condition, neverthe- 
less, that every such person will, in aid of the emancipation proclamation, the 
legal validity of which is hereby affirmed, freely and forever disclaim, and will 
never assert, right or title to slaves, and that every such person will never 
thereafter own a slave or any interest therein, and will take and subscribe the 
following oath, (or affirmation :) 

" I, , declaring that I do, freely and forever, disclaim, and' that I 

will never assert, right or title to slaves, and that I will never hereafter own a 
slave, or any interest therein, pursuant to the President's proclamation of 

date day of , 1865, do solemnly swear (or affirm) in 

the presence of Almighty God that I will henceforth faithfully protect 
and defend the Constitution of the United States, and the union of the States 
therennder. 

I do farther proclaim and declare that such persons as shall continue hostili- 
ties against the government of the United States, or give aid and comfort to 
insurgents and hostile persons after notice of this proclamation, or a reasonable 
time shall have elapsccf within which notice must be presumed, will not be enti- 
tled to the pardon offered herein ; and that all persons not hereinafter excepted, 
and who desire the benefits of the amnesty of the government, must within 

mouths from the date hereof comply with the terms and take the oath 

herein 



The following classes of persons are excepted from the benefits of this 
proclamation : All who are or shall have been civil or diplomatic officers' or 
agents of the so-called Confederate government; all who left judicial stations 
nnder the United States to aid the rebellion ; all who shall have been military 
or naval officers of said so-called Confederate government above the rank of 
colonel in the army or lieutenant in the navy ; all who left seats hi the Congress 
of the United States to aid the rebellion ; all who resigned commissions in the 
army or navy of the United States and afterwards aided in the rebellion ; all 
who have engaged in any way in treating colored persons or white persons in 
charge of such otherwise than lawfully and prisoners of war, and which persons 
may have been found in the United States service as soldiers, seamen, or in 
other capacity ; all persons w/w are absentees from the United States because of 
the rebellion; all persons who held the pretended offices of governors of States 
in iusurrection against the United States ; all persons who were on the 
day of , 1861, residents of the States of Maine, New Hampshire, 

Vermont, Massachusetts, Bhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, 
California, Oregon, and the Territories not declared in insurrection, and who, 
after that time, voluntarily left their homes aud joined in said rsbellion, or gave 
aid and comfort thereto ; all persons who have been engaged in the destruction 
of the «ommcrce of the United States upon the high seas under the pretext ot 
aiding the rebellion; all persons who have made raids into the United States 
from Canada, or been engaged in destroying the commerce of theJJnited Stotes 
upon the lakes and rivers that separate Cauda from the United States; and all 
persons who may have sold or otherwise disposed of then slaves to prevent their 
becoming free. 
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WHEREAS, the Legislature of the State of Texas, on the 28th 
Day of May, 1864, passed a Joint Resolution, which is in 
these words :' 

"I. Be it Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Texas, 
That no Officer of a Sovereign State, can he placed in the Mili- 
tary service of the Confede rate States without his consent ; that 
the claim of a right in Congress to Conscrihe certain classes of 
Officers, is contrary to the theory of our Government, and if 
allowed, will render the term of all Officers subject to the action 
of Congress, and State Officers will exercise their functions at 
the will and pleasure of Congress, and not under the Constitu- 
tion and Laws of their State." 

"II. That the Governor of the State be, and he is hereby 
authorized and requested to issue his Proclamation in accordance 
with the foregoing Resolution, declaring that all Civil Officers 
elected or appointed in accordance with the Constitution and 
Laws of the State, are necessary to carry on the State Govern- 
ment, and are not liable to Military duty in the Confederate 
States Army." 

Now, Therefore I, PENDLETON MURRAH, Governor 
of the State of Texas, do issue -this, my Proclamation, 
in obedience to, and in the words of said Joint Resolution, 
declaring:— That all Civil Officers, elected or appointed in 
accordance with the Constitution and Laws of the State, are 
necessary to carry on the State Government, and are not liable 
to Military duty in the army of the Confederate States. 

IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, I have 
hereunto signed my name, and caused the 
Great Seal of State to be affixed, at the 
City of Austin, this 3rd Day of June, A. 
D., 1864, and in the year of Texian 
Indedendence, the twenty-ninth.

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To the People of West- 
ern Virginia* 

The Army ot the Confederate States has come among you 
to expel the enemy, to rescue the people from the despotism 
of the counterfeit State Government imposed on you by 
Northern bayonets, and to restore the country once more 
to its natural allegiance to the State. We light tor peace 
and the possession of our own territory. We do not intend 
to punish those, who remain at home as quiet citizens in obe- 
dience to the law? of the land, and to all such clemency and 
amnesty are declarsd ; but those who persist in adhering to 
the cause of the public enemy, and the pretended State Go- 
vernment he has erected at Wheeling, will be dealt with as 
their obstinate treachery deserves. 

When the liberal policy of the Confederate Government shall be intro- 
duced and made known 10 the people, who have so long experienced the 
wantun misrule of the invader, the Commanding General cxpocU the 
people heartily to sustain it not only as a duty, but as a deliverance from 
their taskmaster,- and usurpers. Indeed, he already recognizes in tha 
cordial welcome which the people everywhere give to the Army, a happy 
indication of their attachment to their true and lawful Government. 

Until the proper authorities shall order otherwise, and iu the absenc* 
of municipal law and its customary ministers, Martial Law will be ad- 
ministered by the Army and the Provost Marshals. Private rights and 
property will be respected, violence will be repressed, and order promo- 
led, and all the private property used by the Army will be paid lor. 

The Commanding General appeals to all good citizens to aid him iu 
these objec ts, and lo all able-bodied men to join his army to defend th« 
sanctities of religion and virtue, home, territory, honor, and law, 
which are invaded and violated by an unscrupulous enemy, whom an in- 
dignant and united people are now about to chastise on his own soil. 

The Government expects an immediate and enthusiastic response to 
this call. Your country has been reclaimed for you from the enemy by 
•oldiers, many of whom are front distant parts of the State, anil theCou- 
lederacy; and you will prove unworthy to possess so beautifnl and fruit- 
ful a land, if you do not now rise to retain and defend it. The oaths 
which the invader imposed upon you are void. They are immoral at- 
tempts to restrain you front your duty to your State and Government. 
They do not exempt you from the obligation to support your Govern- 
ment and to serve in the Army ; and if.snch persons are taken as prison- 
ers of war, the Confederate Government guarantees to them the human* 
treatment ol the usages of war.

But the nomination is before us. ( arid Andrews 
was elected ) I should be ialse to evtry ini| uhe of 
my heart, if, being beiv at all this evening — if open- 
ing niy lips at ail during this campaign — I did not 
enter my humble proiest — as one to whom the cause 
of Christianity and Miejal order is dear, as one who 
would see the word id God and the laws of the land 
■ espeered and obeyed — if I did not enter my bumble 
hut earnest proiest a L Miinst, such an ortemjit to give 
the seeming sanction of the people of Massachusetts 
to sentiments so impious and abominable." 

Impious and abominable. 

Yet "impious and abominable" as it was, 
Andrews was elected Governor of Massachusetts 
because he said " John Brown was right," and one 
of his abolition papers the '* Pine and Palm" pub 
lished in Boston, says ; " we would hesitate at no 
conceivable artrocity, we would spare neither parlor 
nor cradle, neither age nor sex, oid we believe that 
they must perish in order th:tt Negn> Slavery might 
perish with them." Is this the wny to preserve the 
Union, and sustain the best Government the world 
ever saw? 

New England imported, made and built up 
Slavery; stole the Negroes from Africa, and is now 
doing its utmost to Hood the free States with the 
Xcgroes, to degrade white labor, and compete with 
the working men of the North Will taking the food 
from our own laborers and robbing our women and 
ehiloren of bread, make the slaves any better off?

A Massachusetts magazine, the B»ston Atlantic 
Monthly, for November, has a 1- tter from a member 
pf the Third Massachusetts Regiment, at Fortress 
Monr-.e, Virginia, who had sixiy-four escaped slaves 
put in bis charge to dig trenches. &c. This Massa 
uhusetts soldier sa\s, "I did not hear a profane or 
vulgar word from rhem." a remark which it would 
be difficult to make of any sixty-four white men 
taken together any where in our army. *l he negroes 
were models b-r those who make high boasrs of 
civility of manners, arid Christian cubure. Fdty- 
eight out of the sisry-four were Church members, 
and, though they had no pastors, held religious 
meetings on Sundays, which were attended by three 
hundred of our own soldiers — their prayers and ex 
bortations were fervent, and marked by a simplicity 
which is not uufn quently tfie richest eloquence. 
They have received an education in the Chrbtinn 
faith from devout teachers. Some have been taughr 
(let us believe it) by (. hristian masters, and snnie 
by the childrt-n of these mas*ers." ( There are half 
a million of slaves, who are church communicants. ) 
No one ever rold me that he had suffered from 
cruelly: many bore testimony to the great kindness 
of their masters nod mistres&es. One had saved 
$181*0 from his earnings. The slaves ossm-ed me 
that they tool all been well taught. If that tie so 
they have no wrings to avenge." If this is all true 
whv should the Governor of Massachusetts, and his 
legislature, and his incendiary teachers, put these 
negroes to the business of "cutting throats." nnd 
coming North to starve, or work in competition with 
our own poor, who are toiling for bread? Why make 
thi- an Abolition war, instead of a war for restoring 
and preserving our glorious Union ? 



Americans! Freemen I stand hy the Government, 
stand by the President and the Commander-in-Chief 
of our Armies.

WHITE SLAVES. 



It is of the greatest importance to the workingmen of the United States to 
understand the true sentiments and objects of the leading traitors of the South. 
Their opinions of workingmen — who earn their support by their daily labor- 
are clearly set forth in the following extract from the speech of Mr. Hammond, 
of South Carolina, in the Senate of the United States, on the 4th of March, 1858. 

" In all social systems there must be a class to do the mean duties, to perform the 
drudgery of life— that is, a class requiring but a low order of intellect, and but little skill. Its 

requisites are vigor, docility, fidelity It constitutes the very mud-sills of 

society and of political government ; and you might as well attempt to build a house in the 
air, as to build either one or the other except on the mud-sills. Fortunately for the South, 
she found a race adapted to that purpose to her hand. . . . We use them for the purpose, 
and call them slaves. 

The man who lives by daily labor, and scarcely lives at that, and who has to put out his 
labor in the market, and take the best he can get for it — in short, your whole class of 
manual laborers and operatives, as you call them, are SLAVES. The difference 
between us is, that our slaves are hired for life, and well compensated ; there is no starvation, 
no begging, no want of employment among our people, and not too much employment either. 
Yours are hired by the day. . . . YOTJH SL&.V±JS ARB WHITE, OF YOUR 
OWN RACE— you are brothers, of one blood. Our slaves do not vote. We give them 
no political power. Yours do vote ; and, being the majority, they are the depositories of 
all your political power. If they knew the tremendous secret, that the ballot-box is stronger 
than an army with bayonets, where would you be ? — Your society would be reconstructed, 
. . . Not by meetings in parks, with arms in their hands, but by the peaceful pro* 
cess of the ballot-box." 

The law-abiding and union-loving workingmen of the Union — whom the 
Senator denounces as " White Slaves," went to the ballot-box. according to the 
Constitution, and effected "a peaceful revolution." But the "gentlemen" traitors 
of the South, less loyal and less honest, w ent ' with arms in their hands," and 
treason in their hearts, and have compelled the workingmen of the South to rise 
against their brothers of the North, in order to make "whiteslaves" of them all. 

There are many other advocates of the doctrine of Senator Hammond who 
cau be produced. 

These things being true, I charge, 

1st. That the rebellion of the South Carolina traitors is an attempt to destroy 
the interests of the democratic working classes of the Union. 

2d. That it is an effort to build up forever a system by which "Capital 
shall own Labor." 

3d. That it is an attempt (o make slavery — and property in slaves— the 
controlling interest of I he Union. 

41 h. That Slavery is, and from its nature must be, the deadly enemy of 
Free Labor. 

5th. That the success of the traitors will be a death-blow to the interests of 
Free Workingmen* North and South. 

6th. That self-interest and patriotism both call upon Workingmen to stand 
by the government firm as a rock till the rebellion is put down, and peace re- 
stored by the constitutional authorities.

DECLARATION. 

The Government of the United 
States, by certain Joint Resolutions, 
bearing date on the first day of March 
in the year A. D., 1845, proposed to 
the Republic of Texas, then a free 
sovereign and independent nation, the 
annexation of the latter to the form- 
er, as one of the.coequal States there- 



The people of Texas, by the Depu- 
ties in Convention assembled, ou the 
fourth day of July of the Bame year, 
assented to and accepted said pro- 
posals, and formed a constitution for 
the proposed State, upon which, on 
the twenty-ninth day of December, 
of the same year, said State was form- 
ally received into the confederated 
Union. 

Texas abandoned her separate 
national existence and 'consented to 
Deeomeone 01 cue confedrated Staler", 
to promote her welfare, insure do- 
mestic tranquility and secure more 
substantially the blessing of liberty 
and peace to her people. She was 
received into the confederacy, with 
her own constitution, under the guar- 
antees of the Federal Constitution 
and the compact of annexation that 
she should eiyoy these blessings. She 
was received as a commonwealth 
holding, maintaining and protecting 
the institution known as negro slav- 
ery—the servitude of the African to 
the white race within her limits- a 
relation that had existed from the 
first settlement of her wildnerness by 
the white race, and which her peo- 
ple intended should continue to ex- 
ist in all future time. Her institu- 
tions and geographical position es- 
tablished the strongest tie.f bet ween 
her and the other slaveholdinf, States 
of the Confederacy. Those ties- 
have been strengthened by the as- 
sociation. But what has been the 



Island, Massachusetts, New York. 
Pennsylvania, Ohio. Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan and Iowa, by solemn Legisla- 
tive enactments, have deliberately, 
directly, violated the third clause of 
the second section of the fourth arti- 
cle of the Federal Constitution, and 
laws passed in pursuance thereof; 
annulling a material provision of the 
compact, designed by its framers to 
perpetuate amity between the mem- 
bers of the confederacy, and to secure 
the. rights of the slaveholding States 
in their domestic institutions — a pro- 
vision founded in justice and wisdom, 
and without the enforcement of 
which the compact fails to accom- 
plish the object of its creation. Some 
of those States have high fines and 
degrading penalties upon any of 
their citizens or officers whn 
carry o«f in good faith mat provision 
uf the compact, or the federal laws 
enacted in accordance therewith. 

In all of the non-slaveholding States, 
in violation of that good faith and 
comity which should exist even be- 
tween entirely distinct nations, the 
people have formed themselves into 
a great sectional party, now strong 
enough in numbers to control the af- 
fairs of each of those Statos, based 
upon the unnatural feeling of hostili- 
ty to these Southern States and their 
beneficent and patriarchal system of 
African slavery— proclaiming the de- 
basing doctrine of the equality of all 
men, irrespective of race or color — a 
doctrine at war with nature, in oppo- 
sition to the experience of mankind, 
and in violation of the plainest reve- 
lations of the divine law. They de- 
mand the abolition of negro slavery

uougress the arena for spreading fire- 
brands and hatred between the 
slaveholding and non-slaveholding 
States. 

By consolidating their strength, 
they have placed the slaveholding 
States in a hopeless minority in the 
Federal Congress and rendered re- 
presentation of no avail in protect- 
ing Southern rights agaiust their ex- 
actions and encroachments. 

They have proclaimed, and at the 
ballot box sustained, the revolution- 
ary doctrine that there is a ''higher 
law" than the Constitution and laws 
of our Federal Union, and virtually 
that they will disregard their oaths 
and trample upon our rights. 

They have, for years past, encour- 
aged and sustained lawless organiza- 
tions to steal our slaves and prevent 
their re-capture, and have repeated- 
ly murdered Southern citizens while 
lawfully seeking their rendition. 

They have invaded Southern soil 
and murdered unotlendiug citizens, 
and through the press, their leading 
men and a fanatical pulpit, have be- 
stowed praise upon the actors and 
assassins in these crimes — while the 
Governors of several of their States

in such offences, upon the legal de- 
mands of the States aggrieved. 

They have, through the mails and 
hired emissaries, sent seditious pam- 
phlets and papers amongst us to stir 
up servile insurrection and bring 
blood and carnage to our firesides. 

They have sent hired emissaries 
among us to burn our towns and dis- 
tribute arms and poison to our slaves 
for the same purpose. 

They have impoverished the slave- 
holding States by unequal and par- 
tial legislation, thereby enriching 
themselves by draining from us our 
substance. 

They have refused to vote appro- 
priations for protect! ng Texas agai nst 
ruthless savages, for the sole reason 
that she is a slaveholding State. 

And, finally, by the combined sec- 
tional vote of the seventeen free 
or non-slaveholding States, they have 
elected as President and Vice Presi- 



dent of the whole Confederacy, two 
men whose chief claim to such high 
positions, is their approval of these 
long continued wrongs, and their 
pledges to continue them to the filial 
consummation of these schemes for 
the ruin of the slaveholding States. 

In view of these and many other 
facts, it is meet that our own views 
should be distinctly proclaimed. 

We hold, as undeniable truths, that 
the governments of the various States 
and of the Confederacy itself, were 
established exclusively by the white 
race, for themselves and their pos- 
terity ; that the African race had 
no agency in their establishment ; 
that they" were rightfully held and 
regarded as an inferior and depen- 
dant race, and in that condition on- 
ly could their existence IV, t!i'> 'Win- 
try be rendered beneficial or tolera- 
ble : 

That, in this free government, all 
lahite men are, and (fright oiuj/tt, to be, 
entitled to equal civil and political 
rights i that the servitude of the 
African race, as existing in these 
States, is mutually beueficial to both 
bond and free, and is abundantly au- 
thorised and justified by the exper- 
ience of mankind, and the revealed 
will of the Almighty Creator, as re- 
cognized by all Christian nations ; 
-while the destruction of the existing 
relations between the two races, as 
advocated by our sectional enemies, 
would bring inevitable calamities 
upon both, and desolation upon the 
fifteen slaveholding States. 

By the secession of six of the slave- 
holding States, and the certainty 
that others will speedily do likewise, 
Texas has no alternative but to re- 
main in isolated connection -with the 
North, or unite her destinies with 
the South. 

For theBe and other ^reasons — sol- 
emnly assorting that the Federal 
Constitution has been violated and

A. PEOCLAMATION. 

Whereas, By the provisioLS of on act, approved March 15th, 18G1, and amended by the first section 
of an act approved May 9th, 1861, the Post-Master General of the Confederate States "is authorized, 
on and after a day to be named by him" for that purpose, to take the entire charge and direction of the 
postal service in the Confederate States," and all conveyance ol mails within their limit?, from and after 
such day, except by authority of the Post-Master General thereof, is thereby prohibited : 

Now, therefore, I, John H. Reagan, Post-Master General of the Confederate States of America, do 
issue this my proclamation, notifying all Post-Masters, Contractors, and Special and Route Agents, in the 
service of the Post-Office Department, and engaged in the transmission and delivery of the mails, or 
otherwise in any manner connected with the service within the limits of the Confederate States of America, 
that on and after the 1st day Juue next, I shall assume the entire control and direction of the postal 
service therein : And I hereby direct all Post-Masters, Route Agents and Special Agents within these 
States, and now acting under the authority and direction of the Post-Master General of the United States, 
to continue in the jj^jjarge of their respective duties under the authority vested in ine by the Congress of 
the Confederatotitates, in strict conformity with such existing laws and regulations as are not inconsistent 
with the lau^^fcconstitution of the Confederate States of America, and such further instrurtious as may 
issued by my direction : And the said Post-Masters, Itoute Agents and Special Agents are 
to forward to this Department, without delay, their names, with the names of the offices of 
- Post-Masters, (giving the State and County,) to he directed to the "Chief of the Appoint- 
?ost-Ofiice Department, Montgomery, Alabama,' in order that new commissions may be 
ftnthflri^of-tWrGovei nment : Aud all Post-Masters are toteby required to render to 
the I'ost-Offioe Department at Washington, IV ('., their final accounts ami their vouchers for postal 
receipts and expejdUurea, up to the Hist day of this month, taking care to forward with said accounts all 
postage stamps and stamped envelopes, remaining on 1 and, belonging to the Post-Office Department of 
the 1 nited States, In order that they may receive the proper credits therefor in the adjustment of their 
accounts; an^Pf are further required to retain in their possession, to meet the orders of the Post-Master 
General of the TTni^d States, for the payment of mail service within the Confederate States, all revenue 
which shall hive accrued from the postal service prior to the said 1st day of June next. 

All Contractors, Mail Messengers, and Special Contractors for conveying the mails within the Confed- 
erate States, under existing contracts with the Government of the United States, are hereby authorized to 
continue to perform such service under my direction, from and after the day last above named, subject to 
such modifications and changes as may be found necessary, under the powers vested in the Post-Master 
General by the terms of said contracts and the provisions of the second section of an act approved May 
Stth, 1861, conformable thereto: And the said Contractors Special Contractors, and Mail Messengers, 
are required to forward, without delay, the number of their route or routes, the nature of the service 
thereon, the schedules of arrivals and departures, the names of the office* supplied, and the amount of 
annual compensation for present service, together with their address, directed to the "Chief of the 
Contract Bureau, Post-Office Department, Montgomery, Alabama. 

Until a postal treaty shall' be made with the Government of the United States for the exchange of 
mails between th.it Government and the Government of this Confederacy, Pest-Masters will not be 
authorized to collect United States postage on mail matter sent to or received from those States ; and until 
supplies of postage stamps and stamped envelopes are procured for the pre-payment of postage within the 
Confederate States, all postages must he paid in money, under the provisions of the first section of an act 
approved Mirch 1st, 1861.

Holly Springs, Grenada, 
Columbus and Corinth. Miss., and at Baton Eouge and Shreveport, La. 

The General Agent and sub-Agents are authorized to receive the amount when the 
produce subscribed has been sold, and to issue certificates for the same, drawing interest at 
8 per cent irom the date of payment. These certificates will be afterwards exchanged for 
Confederate Bonds, as is explained in the annexed extract from the Instructions of the 
Treasury Department. 

Subscribers in Mississippi or Louisiana may settle at any of the agencies above men- 
tioned, or when more convenient, at the General Agency in New Orleans — where a complete 
list of subscriptions is lecorded. 

Commissioners who have been appointed in the several counties and parishes to solicit 
subscriptions are requested to continue their labors, reporting, from time to time, the results 
to the Treasury Department, which will furnish additional blanks whenever require^. 

Merchants and planters, in vicinities where no agency exists, may, on the sale of 
produce, remit the proceeds to their correspondents at New Orleans, in checks or drafts, 
with instructions to pay over to the General Agency and receive the Certificates or Bonds. 

Planters are requested to notify their merchants of the amounts they have i-ubscribed. 

Subscribers may at any time increase the amount of their subscriptions, and they are 
earnestly invited to do so where the circumstances admit. Where the subscription is less 
than fifty dollars ; the party is invited to make it that sum, being the smallest for which a 
bond can issue. 

Independently of the patriotism involved in these subscriptions, it is believed that no 
better investment can be opened to capital — the interest on the bonds being secured by the 
war tax, and the principal by the vast resources of the Confederacy.

Treasury Notes, <r approved 
Foreign Bills of Exchange, drawn against the sale, and taken at the current market rate : and for the said pro- 
ceeds, shall deliver to the subscriber a receipt exchangeable for Bonds or Stock, drawing cijrbt per cent interest, 
payable semi-annually, to be issued under the Act of August, 1801. for such period beyond five years as the sub- 
scriber may select ; and if the particular period shall have been exhausted, the nearest remaining wilt be furnished 
instead. 

The General Agent will receive from the Treasurer the Bonds or Certificate of Stock called for by the 
receipts, and will, with the aid of their sub-Agents, be the medium to exchange the same with the holders of the 
receipts.

ITS SUPPORTERS. 

[From the London Daily News, March 20.] 

The government established at Richmond, is not only 
a novelty, but a pretentious anomaly and anachronism 
in the history of civilized States. Despotic and oppres- 
sive as many forms of rule in the Old World are, 
happily there ia nothing in the political system of 
Europe at all comparable to the deliberate and resolute 
malignity of this new Power, which is seeking to 
establish itself on the other side of the Atlantic. So far 
from professing or attempting to seek the good of the 
governed, this Power is formed for the very purpose of 
condemning a large proportion of the population beneath 
it3 rule to be the absolute prey, the helpless victims, the 
instruments and property of a tyrannical majority. Con- 
siderably more than a third of the whole population of 
the Confederate States is, by the very constitution of 
this new Tower, formally adjudged to a condition of 
permanent and hopeless bondage. The new Govern- 
ment is not only ostentatiously founded on slavery, but 
it seeks to become established for the avowed purpose 
of perpetuating and extending this abomination. It ia 
the first time in the history of the world that men have 
deliberately set themselves to form a State on this baai3 
and for this object. It is in fact neither more nor 
less than a dark and daring compact formed to pro- 
tect artificially, and propagate by a powerful organ- 
ization, a system embodying the worst forms of social 
evil and individual wrong. Such a Confederation is 
of necessity fatal to all freedom and enlightened ad- 
vancement. Without a single element of genuine 
hope, or a solitary germ of rational progress, it is con- 
demned by its own act to a condition of intellectual 
degradation, social corruption, and moral death. In a 
word, it is, as it has justly been described, a gigantic 
conspiracy against civilization, humanity and religion ; 
and the very attempt to establish such a Power at this 
time of day is an insolent outrage against the reason and 
conscience of mankind. 

This is the Government which Englishmen are now 
asked to assist, by their contributions, in establishing. A 
loan is to be negotiated on the English Exchange, for 
the sole purpose of ri vetting the fetters of the slave and 
establishing the military supremacy of a slaveholding 
oligarchy. It is right to speak plainly about the true 
character of this infamous project, this barefaced attempt 
to convert the centre of English commerce into a slave- 
drivers' auction mart. Those who commit themselves 
to it must know what they are about, and must there- 
fore desire and intend to support a system of audacious 
and unexampled wickedness. No one of even ordinary 
information can now pretend ignorance as to the true 
characterand designs of the Slave Power. That charac- 
ter has been openly declared in formal declarations and 
authoritative acts ; those designs are not only avowed 
but gloried in. The official representatives of the South- 
ern Government have declared slavery to be the corner- 
stone, the central principle, the very life-blood of the 
Confederation. The Southern press has uniformly held 
the same language. The public men and public organs 
of the Confederation have ridiculed and repudiated the 
apologies for slavery made by their friends in this 
country. For a time the English patrons of the South 



attempted to maintain that the connection of the South- 
ern Government with slavery was accidental and tem- 
porary, and that the progress of the war would put an 
end to it. Exactly the reverse has happened. As the 
war goes on the South becomes more insolent and 
aggressive in its crusade against freedom in every form 
— more truculent and bloodthirsty in the carrying out of 
a resolute and vindictive slaveholding policy. The 
Southern Congress has just passed an act authorizing 
the sale of all captured persons of color, whether they 
had ever been slaves or not ; in a word, has condemned 
by a State ordinance a multitude of free persons to hope- 
less slavery. While the Southern Legislature is thus 
pursuing a policy that reduces all persons of color to 
servitude, the Southern press is discussing the expedi- 
ency of bringing the lower classes of whites into the 
same condition. The Richmond Enquirer, in a recent 
article on the subject, openly takes this ground:— 
" Until recently the apologists for slavery took half-way 
"grounds. They confined the defence of slavery to 
" negro slavery, thereby giving up the slavery principle, 
" admitting other forms of slavery to be wrong. . . . 
"The South now maintains that slavery is right, natural, 
*' and necessary. While it is far more obvious that negroes 
" shall be slaves than whites— for they are only fit to 
" labor, not to direct— yet the principle of slavery is itself 
"right, and docs not depend on difference of complexion." 
The South, therefore, has not only declared its character 
and designs to all the world, but glories in them. It 
glories in being a slaveholding Confederation formed for 
the purpose of extending the area and securing the per- 
manence of that accursed institution. Nay it boasts still 
further that it will compel civilized and Christian coun- 
tries to recognize slavery as the basis of its social and 
political organization, and thus silence the indignant 
protest they have hitherto raised against this gigantic form 
of social iniquity and public wrong. Those who openly 
assist a Power which thus explicitly declares its character 
and desigus must of necessity share the guilt of its doings. 
Those who subscribe to this Confederate Loan are aiding 
and abetting the Slave Power in the most direct and em- 
phatic manner. They may hope to be in part sheltered 
by the sectional sympathy for the Confederates which 
exists in this country. But they cannot escape the moral 
judgment of the great body of their fellow-citizens, or 
the decisive condemnation of enlightened Europe. Opin- 
ion in Europe is thoroughly informed as to the true char- 
acter of this great conflict, and marks with wonder and 
scorn the partial support afforded to the Slave Power in 
this country ; and it will visit tins slaveholding loan on 
the English Exchange with the execration it so justly 
deserves. All who have an enlightened regard for the 
true reputation of England, will regard this open assis- 
tance to the traffickers in human flesh as a desecration, a 
a pollution to the English Exchange. 

WHAT THE REBEL CHIEFS ARE AFTER. 

The purpose of the chiefs of the slaveholders' rebel- 
lion to obliterate every principle of democracy, and 
erect a government wholly absolutist in its nature, in 
which all power shall be lodged in the few, finds new 
confirmations with every passing day. The most sig- 
nificant of the recent indications of this kind is the 
introduction in the Confederate "Congress," and the 
general approval by the rebel press, of a bill looking to 
the repeal of the naturalization laws and the exclusion 
from the privileges of citizenship of ' all persons who 
were not in the " Confederacy " at the time its pretended 
government was organized. 

The Richmond News, commenting upon this meas- 
ure, saya : 

" The bill meets with very general approval, and will, we 
trust, soon become a law. Ethnologists have decided that 
tbe admixture of an inferior with a superior race of the 
human species degrades the latter to the level of the former; 
and it is very certain, that unless we restrain immigration by 
the most stringent laws, we shall, in a very few years after 
peace is declared, be overrun by Yankees and other foreigners, 
and that the next generation of southerners will bo the vilest 
mongrels, &c." 

There is no mistaking the meaning of this paragraph. 
It declares, almost in so many words, that the desire of 



the rebel leaders is to keep all power in their own hands, 
and to erect and perpetuate, through their descendants, 
a government founded upon a denial of popular rights, 
and the restriction, substantially, to themselves and 
their children, of the franchises which constitute the 
glory of American citizenship. And yet there are men 
here at the North who wish this conspiracy against 
human rights to succeed, and even sue for help in its 
behalf at the feet of the representative of British aristo- 
cracy ! That such a combination for such a work is 
appropriate is only true, but that diminishes not a 
particle of the infamy of the act of which, according to 
the testimony of Lord Lyons, our "conservative politi- 
cians" have been guilty.— N. Y. Evening Post. 

COTTON CULTIVATION BY CONTRABANDS. 

Extract from a letter of the Superintendent of the 
Cotton Ginning upon the Sea Island Plantations culti- 
vated by free labor during the past season. 

Cor fix's Point, St. Helena Island, 7 
March 20, 18G2. 5 
Just a year ago to-night I entered this house for the 
first time, coming in an army wagon with G., and find- 
ing it occupied by a picket guard of thirteen men and a 
Cotton Agent, who disputed my right to enter upon my 
missionary duties here. I little thought then that I 
should remain in these latitudes till I became the pro- 
prietor of the old mansion, with all its adjacent cotton 
lands. Another year of these eventful limes may bring 
forth still stranger things. I only hope it may prove as 
satisfactory to me in the results of my own labors and 
much more so in the more weighty results which await 
our distracted country. 

If our Northern croakers could only he made to real- 
ize as we do here the ease with which we have reduced 
a comparative degree of order out of the chaos we found, 
and see how ready this degraded and half civilized race 
are to become an industrious and useful laboring class, 
there would not be so much gabble about the danger of 
immediate emancipation, or of a stampede of negro 
labor to the North. 

We found them a herd of suspicious savages, who 
regarded their change of condition wilfc fear and trem- 
bling, looking at the cotton field as a life-long scene of 
unrequited toil, and hailing with delight the prospect of 
"No more driver, no more cotton, no more lickin." 
They had broken up the cotton gins and hidden the iron 
work, and nothing was more remote from their shallow 
pates than the idea of planting cotton for " white folks " 
again. Now they have, without the least urging, pre- 
pared for planting some two hundred acres of cotton 
land upon this plantation, having spread on it sixteen 
hundred ox-cart loads of manure, and worked up every 
inch of the ground with their hoes. They have also 
planted one hundred and thirty acres of corn, and have 
begun ploughing to-day, banking up into ridges with 
the ploughs the cotton land into which the manure had 
been first hoed. 

The ploughs run over twenty acres per day on this 
place. They were made at Groton, Mass., and astonish 
the negroes by their efficiency. 

As a sample of the change of feeling in regard to 
working on cotton, I will relate howl got the cotton 
ginned on this and the various other plantations in this 
neighborhood. I walked through the negro quarters 
one day in December and told the people I would pay 
them three cents per pound of clean cotton if they 
would sin, assort, clean and pack their cotton ready for 
market. They said in reply their gins were all broken 
up. I told them that was their own fault, and that if 
they wanted other people to gin their cotton and get 
their seed away from the place, they would do so, and 
so get all the money and leave them no good seed to 
plant. "Dat's so, Massa," said they, and I passed 
along. The next time I came they had hunted up the 
broken pieces of twenty-five gins, and patched them up, 
and had ginned and packed all their cotton, in two 
weeks, wanting to know what I would have them do 
next, for they did not want to lie still and do nothing. 
So you see there is some satisfaction in being among 
these people, although they are not exactly companions 
for us. e. a. p.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 9. 

t. In conformity with instructions from the 
Headquarters of Virginia Forces, Volunteers' 
companies of Infantry and RiAmen will be re- 
ceived into tho service of the State for the pe- 
riod of one year from the 25th April. 1861, from 
the counties of Eiehmond, Northumberland 
and Lancaster, preparatory to instruction at, 
or near the Court- Houses of the respecti re 
counties or such other points as may be desig- 
nated, aud also, companies of Volunteers or- 
ganized and armed at above specified, will be re- 
ceived in the counties of Essex and Middlesex 
for the same period of service, for instruction 
in the vicinity of Tappahannock and Urban- 
na. 

Companies of Volunteer Artillery and Cav- 
alry already organized, armed and equipped ««- 
Wording to fair, will be reported by their Captains 
in person, or by mail, directly to these Head- 
quarters, for special instructions. 

II. The companies of Voluti cers presenting 
themselves, are expressly enjoined to con- 
form in every essential particular in their or 
sanitation, armsment and equipment, to the 
requirements stated in the instructions for 
mustering Volunteers into service, from "in- 
spector General Baldwin, dated April 30th, 
1861," (or which, application may lie made di- 
rectly to the Inspector General of the State, or 
to the Inspector at these Headquarters. 

As companies are reported organised by their 
Captains at these Headquarters, or at such 
other points rs may lie designated, an Inspec- 
tor will bo directed at an appointed time, to 
muster them into the service of the State. 

III. The policy o( the State as clearly indi- 
eated by the Proclamation of the Governor, 
and the ordinances of the Convention, is. to 
rely mainly on the organized and disciplined Vo- 
lunteer Forces, in conjunction with the Provi- 
sional Army of Virginia

Fellow-Citizens : — I am a candidate for your suffrages, at the election 
to be held on the first Wednesday of November next, to represent you m the 
first Congress which is to assemble under the permanent Constitution ol the 
Confederate States. Having been so announced heretofore, I owe it to my- 
self, perhaps, to state— and my candor and sense of propriety induce me to 
stat*— that the announcement was authorized by me upon solicitations which 
were entitled to regard : but, surely, authorized without any intelligence or 
belief that any public meeting or " Convention " would be called and held, in 
conformity with old party usage, in any district of the State. 

Whether it be necessary and proper to employ these heretofore eccen- 
tric agents, < in adjusting and putting in motion the machinery ol the new 
government, which we are just on the eve of starting,'— especially during 
the Revolution, is a question of great magnitude with the people to whom it 
alone belongs in a popular government. 

In the exercise ot a mere right which is not to be controlled, limited, or 
restricted by any power except that of the People, primarily, I ask the un- 
biassed suffrages of the free and enlightened voters of the District ;— being 
sensible in some measure, I trust, of what should be the importance, dignity, 
and grave responsibility of the position of your Representative m the first 
Congress of the Confederacy, 

If by this course once determined on as right, (and from such course 1 
would never yield,) since the irregular and hasty meeting held the 1st inst., at 
Goldsboro'— I should subject myself with good men to the imputation of 
being a mere seeker after office, or with having immodestly thrust myself be- 
fore you for office, few men would more sensitively regret it than myself. 

I would not be a partizan, I will not be a party man while this Revolu- 
tion lasts— in which are involved the rights of person and property of all men 
without regard to past party distinctions, agencies, interests or claims. 

By various causes we have been driven to an act of separation from the 
old government— causes sufficient to justify that act to the conscience of the 
citizen, and, we trust, to the Public Opinion of the civilized world. 

We are united in the new government in purpose, sentiment ana feeling ; 
and our union will strengthen the better, and surer, if free from the spirit of 
party. Whether in humble or distinguished position, in private or public 
station, I will, with honest purpose, faithfully and with what ability I can, 
contribute to the support of all such measures as may be deemed necessary 
for the prosecution of the war in which we are engaged ; to the securing and 
maintaining a free and independent government of Confederate States : and, 
to the preservation of those great fundamental principles of Free Represen- 
tative government without a constant recurrence and_ fixed adherence to 
which, nothing after all would be gained by the Revolution. 

The limits of my purpose in this Circular, and a desire to avoid any 
allusion to old party controversies, shall forbid my further writing. 

I would avail myself of any proper occasion which might be presented 
to address you.
